Cafe Ends in Murder of a Boy. 


DINERS DAMN AND PRAISE. 


Brilliant Throng Derides and Snarls 
Over Rebel Student’s Corpse.

ST, PETERSBURG, Jan. 14—4 a. m.—A 
tragedy in which a student’s life was the 
penalty for refusing to do honor to the old 
régime took place in the famous restaurant, 
“The Bear,” shortly after midnight. 

The annual ceremony of watching the old 
year out wes being observed with something 
like the old time festivities. The great hall 
was crowded, and the orchestra of Mile. Rigo, 
a sister of the paramour of the Princess Chi- 
may, upon the stroke of midnight burst forth 
with ‘‘ God Save the Emperor.” 

The guests, with the exception of a stu- 
dent named Davidoff, a member of an aris- 
tocratic family, rose to their feet, and the 
officers present demanded an encore, being 
determined to turn the celebration into a 
loyalist demonstration. 

Count Sherometieff, a relative of the noto- 
rious Moscow reactionary, applied an epi- 
thet to Davidoff for refusing to honor the 
national anthem, and pulled his chair from 
under him. 

Shots Startle Revelers. 
Hot words followed, and, suddenly, in the 


| midst of the joyous acclamation of: the new 


year, the guests were startled by five shots. 
They looked and saw the corpse of the stu- 
dent stretched on the floor. Indescribable 
confusion followed.

Thes«impassioned spectators 
of the tragedy, having ranged themselves, ac- 
cording to their political opinions, on either 
side of it, crimination and recrimination fol- 
lowed each other hotly. A well known courte- 
san, her head proudly in the air, stamped 
her foot as from the side of the loyalists she 
declared the student had met his due. 


Throng Scatters; Body Left. 
The climax came when an aunt of Davidoff, 
who had fainted when the boy was shot, hav- 


| ing regained consciousness, rushed forward 
‘and threw herself between the disputants 


and upon the body, passionately kisisng the 
cold, blood stained faces A panic followed. 
The guests at “ The Bear,’’ many of whom 
were the most prominent society leaders of 
St. Petersburg. including a number of diplo- 
mats, hastened away in order to avoid being 
summoned as witnesses. Meantime David- 
off’s body was covered by the waiters, but it 
lay there for more than two hours, until 
the police.prosector arrived to draw up a 
formal -»mplaint. .

Trouble is piling up also in Illinois against 
the Standard Oil company. Commissioner 
of Corporations James R. Garfield for several 
months has been conducting a secret investi- 
gation of its operations, taking Decatur as 
the starting point. 

In addition to and independent of the fed- 
eral investigation, proceedings shortly will 
be started either by the state’s attorney of 
Macon county or by the attorney general to 
oust the Standard Oil from doing business in 
Hlinois. 

The latter proceeding wil! be based on the 
illegality, under the anti-trust laws of Illl- 
nois, of a partition of territory, in restraint 
of trade. : 

It will be alleged that Illinois territory is 
divided between the Standard Oil company 
of Indiana, which has the northern part of 
the state; the Standard Oll company of Ken- 
tucky, which looks after the business in the 
south end; the H..A. Williamson company, 
which has several counties in the western 
part of the state; and the Waters-Pierce Oil 
company, which has a emall territory in the 
neighborhood of East St. Louis. 

All of these companies are operated in @ 
general way from the offices of the Standard 
at 26 Broadway, New York. 


Charges Against the Trust. 


The charges that must be faced in the Tilt 
nois courts may be summarized ollows: 
ANTI-TRUST LAW VIOLATED.—It is violating 

the trust laws of Illinois by parceling out ter 

ritory between subordinate concerns. 

FRAUD IN OIL SOT —Thousands of barrels of 
inferior cil have been sold to the government 
and private consumers. 

LETTERS ORDERED BURNED.—Subofficers of 
the company, through the Decatur and probably 
other districts have been ordered to burn alJ 
reports made previous to Jan. 1, 1906. 

KILLING INDEPENDENT CONCERNS.—The 
Standard has organized and still is organising 
fake independent companies as a final desperate 
measure to crush competitors who refuse to buy 
oil of the trust. 

REBATES TO DEALERS.—In every town at least 
one principal dealer gets a secret rebate in com 
sideration of his agreement to buy no ** ou 
side’ or independent oil. 

REBATES FROM RAILROADS.—The Standard 
receives at least one form of rebate from rail 
coads in the nature of transportation (annual 
passes) for its employes. 

SECRET SERVICE METHODS.—Canvassers are 
sent out in the guise of wick distributors te 
secure the names of persons buying independ- 
ent oil. 

CRUSHING OCOMPETITORS.—Oil is sold at cost 
and below—as low as 5 cents a gallon—auntil 
independent competitors are driven out. 

BRIBERY OF EMPLOYES.—Engincers and oth- 

_ ers are bribed by the Standard to buy none but 
its oil. 


Exhaustive Investigation Made. 


The investigation which has been conducted 
in Illinois by special examiners sent out by 
Commissioner Garfield has been exhaustive 
in its scope. It has dealt with the manner of 
the organization of the subordinate compa- 
nies, lax inspection or no Inspection at all, 
crushing out of competition, setting of prices, 
and creation of independent companies, so- 
called, but really under management of the 
Standard. 

Attention has been paid to charges that the 
government, as well 4s vate consumers, 
has been imposed upon, having been given 
an inferior grade of oll. 

Most of this information has been obtained 
from former employés of the company. De- 
catur is the central office of a territory that 
includes around sixty cities and towns, among 
them Danville, Champaign, East St. Louis, 
Springfield, Alton, Mattoon, Effingham, Vas- 
dalia, and Jacksonville. 

While H. H. Rogers and his subordinates, 
down to the §15-a-week policeman, have been 
declining “on advice of counsel” in New 
York to give any information regarding the 
connection between the parent company and 
dependent concerns doing business in Mig- 
sourt three former employés of Standard Oil 
of Kentucky have organized themselves intd 
something resembling a bureau of publicity. 
The head of this “‘ bureau” is Maywood 
Maxon, formerly manager of the Decatur 
branch. 


Knows the Oi! Secrets. 


Mr. Maxon was for twenty-nine years in 
the service of Standard O!l. In that time he 
has been on intimate terms with the 


head e 
officials at Cincinnati, whence the Kentuckwent oa 


branch of the trust is operated. He has 
at 26 Broadway. 
tricks known to the great corporation. He 
says he has] bribed persons under instruc- 
tions from his superiors and he has gone 
through the list of devious and secret meas- 
ures taken by the trust for stifilng competi- 
tion. 

The information that Mr. Maxon has not 
been able to furnish the bureau of corpora- 
tions has come from his brother, John 
Maxon, also for many years a trusted em- 
ployé of Standard Oil, or from Charles 
Kercher. These men all have left the com- 
pany within the last three years, and in no 
instance with discredit to themselves. 

Mayood Maxon, worn out with his years 
of service, asked for three months’ leave of 
absence. He was granted a year, with the 
understanding, he says, that he was to return 
at the expiration of that period. When he 
presented himself for work he was told his 
services no longer were required. 


Left Off Pension List. 

It was a few monthe before this that the 
Standard ach‘eved credit for much philan- 
thropy by announcing to the world it had 
adopted a pension scheme for the benefit of

‘Maywood Maxon subsequently engaged in 
the oil business independently, becoming 
president of the Standard Oil company of 
Illinois. His brother then received an irti- 
mation that the trust wanted no alliances 
with independent concerns that actually were 
independent. As for Kercher, he refused one 
day to carry out the trust's orders in the 
case of the widow of an independent oll 
dealer, whose business the Standard was de- 
sirous of securing for much less than its 
real value, and resigned. 

These three men have furnished to Com- 
missioner Garfield the originals or copies of 
more than 1,000 letters that passed between 
them and their superiors, showing connec- 
tlon between the Standard and underlying 
corporations. In addition they have supplied 
hundreds of secret reports, all showing oper- 
‘ations of the trust. These communications 
frequently are marked “ confidential "’ and 
the postscript “burn this’’ appears as a 
parting caution. 


Furnished Evidence to Missouri. 


Maywood Maxon furnished Attorney Gen- 
eral Hadiey with most of the evidence that 
is being used in the Missouri case against 
the trust in the New York hearing, but since 
he gave his testimony last June in St. Louis 
he has secured a large amount of additicnal 
evidence and as fast as he gets it he turns 
it over to the government: Mr. Maxonisa 
middle aged man who gives the impression 
that he is thoroughly trustworthy, and he 
makes no suggestions that he cannot back up. 

I am a former employé of the ccmpany,.” 
said he yesterday at his house on North Maine 
street in Decatur, “ and I want to say right 
now my lips never would have been opened if 
Standard Oil had not fought me afiér I had 
given my best years in its service. I have 
given the government agents nearly every- 
thing that I possess in the nature of incrim- 
inating evidence. 1’m not in the confidence 
of Mr. Garfield, but I suppose the data he has 
secured will be embodied in a government 
report and later may form the basis of indict- 
ments, such as those against the packers in 
Chicago.

Gives Evidence to Attorneys. 


“This is against the law, and I already 
have placed some of the evidence bearing on 
it in the hands of an attorney as a prelim- 
inary to demanding the surrender of the 
charters of these corporations. Any state’s 
attorney can start the case, or the proceed- 
ings may be initiated by the attorney gen- 
eral.” 

“The Standard Oil Company of Indiana 
has its general offices at 5 Wabash avenue, 
Chicago; the Standard Oil Company of Ken- 
tucky has its office in Pearl street, Cincin- 
nati; and the Waters-Pierce company has its 
general office in St. Louis. The H. A. Will- 
iamson company transacts its business from 
Quincy, Ill. All of these are Standard Oil 
interests, and not one can sell in the other's 
territory. Silas H. Paine, 26 Broadway, fixes 
the prices on all lubricating oil and spe- 
cialties. 

* Williamson of Quincy, who operates on 
the same plan as the Standard, is recognized 
as a Standard Oil interest. He has a terri- 
tory in Illinois and Missouri which the cen- 
tral office at 26 Broadway preservesifor him. 

“Tf an independent dealer located in the 
territory of another interest makes a ship- 
ment of oil into Quincy territory that inter- 
est is credited with the gallonage and it is 
charged to Williamson. 


How Plan Is Worked.

Its first manager was a 
man named Hall, who was succeeded by John 
Maxon, and afterward by Charles Kercher, 
who operated the company until the fall of 
1902, receiving his orders from the general 
office of the Standard at Cincinnati and re- 
porting to the same place. 

The Banner of Springfield was started in 
1898 with D. Stimpson, now foreman of the 
Standard Oil company at Decatur, as mane- 
ger, and was supposed to reduce the sales 
and profits of the Merchants’ Tank Line 
company, independent, and also force the 
Solle brothers out of business unless they re- 
sumed buying oil of the Standard instead 
of the Merchants’ company. 


Maxon Poses as Owner. 


The second manager and supposed owner 
was John Maxon, who was succeeded by Mr. 
Kercher, and he was succeeded in 1902 by 
Charles Marshall, who operated the business 
under the namie of the Springfield Oil delivery 
for a supposed owner named Fagin, a clerk in 
the general office of the Standard at Cincin- 
nati. 

In February, 1905, it was “* purchased ”’ by 
Marshall. Each supposed owner was re- 
quired by the Standard company to give his 
successor a bill of sale forthe property. The 
original equipment of the Banner company 
consisted of two horses and one tank wagon 
with other equipment, and was sent to 
Springfield from Effingham, having been pur- 
chased by the Standard from A. B. Johnson 
or the Johnson Oil company. 

The money to operate the business, includ- 
ing purchase of equipment, was furnished 
from the office of the Standard O!] company 
at Decatur (Mr. Maxon then being in charge) 
and the general office at Cincinnati. Reports 
were sent to the same offices. 


Facts Revealed by Accident. 


“ The identity of the Springfield Oil Deliv- 
ery company, successor to the Banner Vil 
company at Springfield, wae disclosed in a 
curious way,’ Mr. Maxon continued. “In 
Débpmiber 1904, Marshall, manager, to settle 
a dispute, made a contract with the tank 
wagon drivers for six months. After a few 
days the ten drivers were notified their ser- 
vices were required no longer. Acting: on 
advice of their attorney, they reported for 
duty each day until the regular pay day. 

‘“‘ Then they brought sult against the Stand- 
ard Oil company as the real owner of the 
Springfield ‘independent’ company for 
breach of contract. The case was tried be- 
fore Judge Brinkerhoff. The Standard com- 
pany’s attorney, Pinckney of Peoria, made 
a hard fight on the question of ownership, 
stating in his argument that if the Standard 
Oil company were doing business, as accused, 
under an alias, it would forfeit its license to 
do business in Illinois. F 

“A decision and judgment was given 
against the Standard in January, 1905, and 
the attorney sought the drivers and made a 
settlement with them on the contract, also 
paying the costs of the suit. é 


History of Paragon Company. 


“The Paragon Oil company of Decatur 
was started in 1899 to reduce the local sales 
of the Merchants’ Oil Tank Line company. 
Its equipment was sent by the Standard from 
various places in Kentucky, Louisville being 
one. Money to operate it was furnished by 
the general office at Cincinnatl. John Maxon 
was its first manager. He was succeeded 
by Kercher, who was in charge until the 
fall of 1902, when his place was taken by 
R. Hearing Jr., a clerk in the office of the 
company at Cincinnati. Subsequently the 
company was disposed of to William Dietz.’ 

The instructions for operating the Hamil- 
ton, Banner, and Paragon companies and 
their successors were given by C. T. Col- 
lings, second vice president; James Holmes, 


and Clerks Taylor, Sanford, Bell, Hairing, 
Fagin, and others from the general office at 
Cincinnati. 

There were numerous other “ indepen- 
dent’ companies, including one started in 
Macon, Ga., by Kercher and one at Pekin, 
Ill., which for purposes of identification may 
be called the Hamsuitt. In the latter part of 
1902 a retail dealer named Hamsuitt of Pekin 
foolishly began to purchase oil from the 
Royal Oil company of Peoria, an independent 
concern, : 


Clerk Starts New “Company.” 


To “bring him to his senses "’ the Stand- 
ard started an “independent” of its own 
and operated at first by a clerk from one 
of its offices. The clerk’s successor didn’t 
like the job and sold the wagon to Hamsuitt. 
Kercher received orders to recover the 
wagon on a replevin. To du it he was in- 
structed to commit perjury. representing that 
the vehicle belonged to him. The case was 
taken into court, and in May, 1905, C. T. Col- 
lings, second vice president of the Standard 
Oil company, was indicted for subornatiop 
of perjury. This ended the efforts to estab- 
lish an independent company. 

All of this history of the independent com- 
panies is substantiated by letters, many of 
them bearing the engraved heading of the 
“Standard Oil company’ and others, for 
purposes of deception, being on plain paper, 
but all having the signatures. of officers of 


treasurer; E. B. Stanley, general manager; 


the company or clerks in the general office 
at Cincinnati. 

The letters and instructions not only show 
the connection between the Standard and 
the *‘ independent ’’’ concerns, but throw an 
interesting light on the policy of the gigantic 
corporation in lookimg after trade and killing 
competition. % 

One of the letters to John Maxon, when 
he was in charge of the Banner Oil company 
at Springfield relates to a boycott on the 
company by the federation of labor commit- 
tee. The Standard not only desired the boy- 


cott removed from its ‘independent ’’ com-- 
pany but it wanted the boycott placed on . 


two bona fide independent dealers there. The 
meee deg finally was accomplished by 
Maywood Maxon, who went to Springtield 
and paid two of the union officers $200. 


Text of Boycott Letter. 


The letter on plain stationery is as follows, 
forming, with others, important exhibits of 
the bureau of corporations investigation:

A letter to John Maxon, dated Indianapolis, 
May 18, 1899, and signed by John W. Fro- 
meyer, manager at Indianapolis, says: 

We congratulate you on securing at least thirteen 
new customers from our opposing friends, and in 
all probability you have the matter well in hand, 
so that you can continue to multiply these custom- 
ers from our competitors. We are really giad to 
know that you have met with but one radical, and 
we have sufficient confidence to know that with a 
Httle patience you will be able to make a much 
better showing in a short time. — 

A letter bearing the date of ten days later 
says: 

You are correct in saying that O’Connell & 
Shea have a few customers aroundth edges of the 
town. In fact, I had similar information when I 
was in your city last, and now am waiting fora 
list of such customers from a party who agreed 
to give it to me. 

Evidently the official writing the forego- 
ing secured the information he was atter, for 
in a letter dated the following month he 
said: 

I am glad you have the information. I hope you 
will continue to beard the lion in his den and make 
the same increase in customers for the Hammond 
Oll company, 


Keep Watch of Competitors. 


One of the most important secret duties of 
agents was to keep in close touch with the 
business done by competing companies. This 
was the first step to crushing them. May- 
wood Maxon showed a bundieof reports that 
he had made out while acting as aistrict 
agent for the Standard at Decatur in which 
he gave the number of gallons of oil sold 
by his competitors each week. 

* You will notice,’ said Mr. Maxon, “ inat 
I have written this out in long hand. It was 
not the kind of correspondence that could be 
sent through the usual channels. 
not do to let a stenographer or any other 
employé know that we were in possession of 
this information.” 

One of these reports will be sufficient to 
show their general character, and is as fql- 
lows: 

March 20, 1900—Mr. E. B. Staley, General Man- 
ager, Cincinnati, O.—Dear Sir: The Merchants’ 
Oll company of Decatur sold from March 12 to 17 
inclusive:

Grand 
total, 1,205. 


Reports regarding other independent com- 
petitors were made in the some complete 
fashion. 

* How did you secure such accurate infor- 
mation?’’ Mr. Maxon was asked. 

“it was not difficult,”’ he answered, “It 
simply meant putting the drivers of com- 
petitors on the pay roll. One driver for each 
competing company could do the work end 
$7 to $8 a month would fix him. I always 
secured this information through a third 
party, and the money was carried as a pri- 
vate account between me and the company. 
The practice of corrupting the drivers is gen- 
eral.”’

“There are still other ways of securing 
records of the business of competitors,” Mr. 
Maxon went on. ‘“‘ When it is desired to se 
cure the names of customers it is customary 
to send out canvassers, sometimes men, but 
more generally young women, who will go 
to each house in town. Ostensibly they go to 
educate the householders in the manner of 
taking care of their amps or their stoves. 

“ They are furnished with wicks and make 
presents of these to the people on whom they 
call They are instructed, however, to secure 
the names of the company supplying them 
with oil. This canvassing is conducted so 
shrewdly that the agents themselves do not 
have any clear conception of what they are 
doing. P 

“There are numerous occasions, however, 
when it is necessary to employ the services 
of some person more expert than a girl can- 


vasser to secure information important to 
the trust.”’ 


Head Office After Secrets. 

Such an occasion is indicated by the copy 
of a confidential letter sent from New York, 
-6 Broadway, to C. T. Collings, on Sept. 21, 
19UU, saying in part: 

We are desirous of knowing what construction 
Richardson Bros. of Quincy, IIl., bave at present 
and what they had a year ago. I understand that 
they have something in the way of tankage, etc., 
for handling oil, and we are desirous of securing 
the information, even though it may need a little 
trouble. Wedo not wish to inquire of H. A. Will- 
lamson [friendly company] nor have the Richard- 
son Bros. cognizant of the fact that we are look- 
ing for this information.

It 
has occurred to us that John Maxon is the best man 
to g0 over to Quincy and get this information, and 
we wish you would have him doso. It seems to 
us that it would be weil for him in making his 
report to state the size of the lot occupied by the 
Richardsons, size of the buildings, the number of 
tanks, their capacity, and if possible, what they 
ccntain, and state how much has been added in the 
way of plant equipment the last year. 

No copy has been taken of this letter, and we 
suggest that you do not put it in your files, but 
destroy it when you are through with it. 


Hard After Competitors’ Trade. 
In a letter to John Maxon, at Effingham, 
dated Decatur, Jan. 20, 1904, and on Standard 
| Oil stationery, H. F. Warren, ‘‘S. A.,”’ writes: 


Referring to yours of the 17th in regard to cer-

FORCE ROGERS 70 ANSWER 


THREAT BY H. C. PIERCE PRIES 
OPEN OIL MAN’S LIPS. 


| Vice President of Trust Finally Re- 
Plies to Attorney General Hadley’s 
Most Important Question Rather 
than Risk Revelation of Important 
Family Secrets — Breach Between 
Men High in Standard Councils May 
Be Outcome of Action. 


New York, Jan. 13.—[Special.J]—Henry H. 
Rogers, acting under pressure, created a di- 
version in the Standard Oil investigation to- 
day by voluntarily answering one of Attor- 
ney Hadley’s questions, the most important, 
according to Mr. Hadley, in the list of forty- 
five which Mr. Rogers had declined to an- 
swer. 

Mr. Rogers’ decision to answer this ques- 
tion was arrived at after Justice Gilder- 
sleeve, in the morning, had adjourned court 
until Monday without deciding whether the 
Standard Oil vice president's refusal to an- 
swer Attorney Hadley was proper. 

It is understood that Mr. Rogers’ partial 
capitulation was forced by a threat made 
by Henry Clay Pierce to tell all he knew un- 
less a direct answer was given to the ques- 
tion which concerned his business transac- 
tion with Mr. Rogers in 1904. 

Mr. Rogers’ reappearance at 67 Wall street 
created a surprise. He carried in his hand 
@ typewritten statement and said, without 
preamble, that he wished to change his an- 


| swer to a question that had been put to him 


in direct examination by Attorney General 
Hadley. 


Willing, Even to Eagerness Now. 


* You are willing, I believe, to make some 
change in your testimony,’ said Frank 
Hageman, chief counsel for the Standard 
Oil trust, 

‘“*I am,’’ said Rogers. ‘“‘ I want to change 
my answer to one question asked by the 
attorney general. It was: 

““*Did you have some business transac- 
tions with H. Ciay Pierce in 1904 by which 
you became owner, either for yourself or for 
the Standard Oil company of New Jersey, or 
the Standard Oil company of Indiana, of all, 
or part, of the stock in the Waters-Pierce 
company in Missouri?’ 

“To that question I declined to answer by 
advice of counsel. Inasmuch as now it seems

that my refusal to answer that question may 
injure Mr. Pierce, I now answer I never had 
any such transaction in 1904 or at any other 
time.”’ 

Attorney General Hadley was on his feet 
ir an instant. 

“I ask, Mr. Commissioner, that at the 
conclusion of the taking of testimony this 
afternoon, this hearing be adjourned toa day 
certain,’’ said he. ‘‘ laiso ask you to direct 


| this witness to appear again when the hear- 


ing is resumed.” 

Commissioner Sanborn granted both re- 
quests. It is expected Rogers will be put 
on the stand at the next session, which is 
to beld on Jan. 30. 


Strife Near in Oil Camp? 


Behind Rogers’ answer, according to trust- 
worthy information, lies a tale of startling 
interest, and the matter may yet cause a 
breach between certain men high up in the 


oil trust. It is positively known that Pierce | 


was angry at the first answer Rogers gave 


has offered to testify in the proceedings 
after secluding himself in his apartments at 
the Waldorf-Astoria for nearly two weeks 
in order to avoid the process servers. 

By agreement Plerce’s testimony will be 
taken at St. Louis instead of here. This 
concession was made by the attorney general, 
who said he did not care where Pierce was 
examined so long as he got his deposition. 

Pierce, it is said, called up Rogers and 
insisted that he should correct his testimony 
in this one particular. It even is declared 
that it was he who dictated the written an- 
swer that Rogers read to the commissioner. 


Rogers’ Refusal Angers Pierce. 


When Rogers declined to answer Hadley's 
question about the transfer of ...s stock 
itimmediately was taken for granted that the 
transaction had taken place. Pierce, it is said, 
felt his credit would be greatly injured it 


| gsouri. 
to the question and that he at last voluntar'ly | 


Rogers did not make a specific denial] that he 
had been frozen out of the \Waters-Pierce 
company, and it was for that reason, as in- 
dicated in Rogers’ amended answer, thatthe 
vice president of the Standard Oil company 
made the change in his reply. 

It is said that Pierce threatened to go on 
the stand and tell many things that Hadley 
is anxious to find out if the correction was 
not made. 

The capital stock of the Waters-Pierce com- 
pany Is only $400,000, but it is said to pay 25 
per cent a month. Its actual value is esti- 
mated between $12,000,000 and $15,000,000. 
Mr. Pierce is, or was, supposed to own a ma- 
jority of the stock, and as such his credit was 
increased by many millions. 


Pierce Gives Out Statement. 

Mr. Pierce gave out a formal statement 
tonight, in which he said: 

‘*T desire to state that the relations be- 
tween Mr. Rogers and myself are friendly. 
When Mr: Rogers’ attention was called to 
his refusal to answer the question put to him 
by Attorney General Hadley on Jan. 10, he 
expressed his entire willingness to go back 
on the stand and answer that question ac- 
cording to the facts. 

“In addition to Mr. Rogers’ amended 
answer I may add that I did not in the year 
1904 nor at any other time, have any busi- 
ness transactions with Henry H. Rogers or 
with the Standard Oil company of New Jer- 
sey, or the Standard Oil company of Indiana, 
or with any individual, or bank, or other 
corporation, or any one representing, or act- 
ing for, or in behalf of any Standard Oil com- 
pany whereby Henry H. Rogers, or any 
Standard Oil company, or any other corpora- 
tion, person, or persons, received from me, 
or otherwise obtained, any of my shares of 
stock in, or other evidence of my ownership 
of, the Waters-Pierce Oil company.”’ 

The order to show cause why Mr. Rogers 
should not be compelled to answer questions 
concerning stock ownership in the Waters- 
Pierce company, the Republic Oil company, 
and the Standard Oil company of Indiana 
was argued today before Justice Gildersleeve 
of the Supreme court. 


Gildersleeve Reserves Judgment . 


Decision was reserved, but the justice 
clearly indicated in his remarks that he con- 
sidered the questions relevant and material. 

The only question at issue seemed to be 
whether or not the same questions are pend 
ing for decision in the Supreme court of Mis- 
souri. Both sides will submit memoranda on 
Monday. 

In the course of his remarks Attorney Gen- 
eral Hadley criticised Mr. Rogers for his 
attitude towards the proceedings and said 
that if there was any sensationalism in the 
matter it had been injected by Mr. Rogers 
himself. Mr. Hadley said in part: 

“They question my motives in a foreign 
jurisdiction when they have never dared 
question them at home. It is true that re- 
porters for the press were present when 
these questions were asked, but itis a matter 
of public interest and they had a right to be 
there. 

*“‘If there have been sensational reports of 
the examination they have been occasioned 
by the flippancy of the witness, . Rogers—by 
his openly expressed contempt for the Su- 
preme court of Missour!i. 

** Actions such as those of this witness and 
others tend to inflame the passions of igno- 
rant people. I want to ask these men if 
they have considered that if they sow the 
wind they must reap the whirlwind of dis- 
aster.”’ 

Justice Gildersleeve at the close of the ar- 
gument said it had not been made clear to 
him whether or not the same question were 
pending before the Supreme court of Mis-

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TERROR DUB 70 MURDERS 


FEW UNATTENDED WOMEN ON 
NORTH SIDE STREETS. 


Club in Lake View Appoints. Commit- 
tee to Devise Means for Protection 
Against Slayers Who Have Commit- 
ted Several Crimes in That District 
—Chief Collins Says More Police- 
men Are Needed to Arrest Loiterers, 
but Holds the Streets Safe as Fiver. 


The recent murders of women in Chicago 
are causing a feeling of terror, and fewer un- 
attended women were seen on the streets last 
night than on any Saturday evening for 
years. 

The North Shore club, which is in the dis- 
trict where most of the murders were com- 
mitted, appointed a committee to devise 
means for better protection. 

Police orders issued some time ago by Chief 
Collins to arrest “‘ mashers ’’ and young men 
loitering at street corners are little heeded. 
Chief Collins says more policemen are needed 
for this work. 

At the meeting of the North Shore club in 
its rooms in Melrose street near Evanston 
avenue, the situation was considered infor- 
mally. It was decided that a committee 
should be appointed to take the matter in 
hand and try to produce some scheme of self- 
protection. Andrew Bowen, secretary of the 
club, and Quin O’Brien were named to head 
this committee. 


Situation Declared Serious. 


“It was a small gathering,’’ said Mr. 
O’Brien, ‘‘ and we do not know exactly what 
we can do, although we feel that the?s'tua- 
tion callagfor immediate remedy. The men 
of Lake View are beginning to be afraid to 
leave their homes. The women are not 
gafe on the streete or in their houses. 

‘We felt that if we could bring together 
all the citizens who are concerned in this 
we might produce some results. It was sug- 
gested that a citizens’ association be formed, 
which would undertake the zpatrolling of the 
neighborhood by employing detectives, and 
another suggestion was that citizens obtain 
permission to bear arms, 

‘‘ Possibly by making a demand on the city 
authorities we can secure better police pro- 
tection. As it is now the district practically 
is terrorized. Residents are thinking of 
leaving the city and I am told of several 
men of means who actually are leaving it be- 
cause of these crimes.’’ 


Few Unattended Women Out. 

The absence of unattended women last 
night on the main streets of the north and 
northwest sections of Chicago was notable. 
The women who were on the street after 7 
o’block appeared to shrink from the approach 
ofaman. At Halsted and North avenue two 
young women were noticed crossing the 
street to avold a crowd of young men gath- 
ered in front of a hall where a masquerade 
ball was in progress. 

The mantle of quiet seemed to have fallen 
over the entire section known as Little Hell! 
and a walk through th greater portion of it 
was* unattended with annoyance. Many of 
the saloons which have been noted for Sat- 
urday night fights, were almost deserted. 

Milwaukee avenue was practically deserted 
after 10 o'clock and the only unattended 
women to be seen were those who were just 
returning home from work and some belated 
mother of a family who had been to mar- 


ket. 
Streets Still Safe, Says Collins. 

Women may feel as safe on the streets as 
ever, Chief Collins says, 

“A woman is as perfectly safe on the 
streets of Chicago ag she was at any time,”’ 
he asserted. ‘** The only versons who are 
likely to even insult women on the streets 
are some young degeneratés, of whom, I am 
sorry to say, there are a few in Chicago. 
This is due, as I have said before, to a lack 
cl moral training, and the fact that we 
baven’t enough policemen in the city to pa- 
trol all the districts property. 

“TI have been told that groups of these 
young men stand on the street corners, at 
the car barns, and public places, accosting 
the women as they pass. The only way this 
can be prevented is to have enough police- 
men to arrest them. If we have the police- 
men we can. stop crime, except, of course, 
in unavoidable circumstances, 

‘Women should be careful about display- 
ing thelr purses and jewelry. Some women 
bave-a habit of carelessly showing their 
pocketbooks, particularly in crowds, and 
thus encouraging pickpockets.” 

Recalis Murder of Women. 

The murder of Mrs. F. C. Hollister and the 
quick seizure of the slayer recall three un- 
solved problems to the police. Mrs. Hollister 
is the fourth woman to be wantonly murdered 
in Chicago since Aug. 22, 1905, The siayers of 
the other three are at large. One is known,

FLEEING ROBBER SHOT DEAD 
BY A PURSUING DETECTIVE. 


Body of George McCleavay Identified 
as That of Man Who Held Up Will- 
iam Meyers. 


George McCleavay, 24 years old, 146 North 
Morgan street, was shot and almost instant- 
ly killed early yesterday morning by Detec- 
tive Thomas Garvey of the West Chicago 
avenue police station, while resisting arrest 
for having held up William Meyers, 229 West 
Ohio street. 

Two companions of McCleavay; his brother, 
Frank, 28 years old, and Thomas McCann, 
19 years old, cousin of the McCleavays, 
escaped. 

Meyers was held up Friday night at Chi- 
cago avenue and Bickerdike street by three 
men. Deecriptions of the robbers were given 
the detectives in the district, and when De- 
tectives Garvey and Larson accosted the 


| brothers and their cousin at Austin avenue 


and North Morgan street they recognized 
them ase the men wanted for the Meyers rob- 
bery. Garvey, showing his revolver, called 
out: 

“ You fellows are under arrest.” 

Their only answer was a derisive laugh as 
they continued to run. 

Th@ command to halt was repeated, and 
whe they failed to obey Garvey fired. 
George McCleavay fell to the sidewalk. The 
bullet had lodged in the base of his brain. 
McCann continued on his way, joining his 
cousin Frank. The two escaped by continu- 
ing their flight south. 

A patrol wagon was called to take Moe- 
Cleavay to a hospital, but it is believed he 
was dead before he was placed in the wagon. 

McCleavay’s body was identitied by Meyers 
as that of one of the three men who held 
him up.

Hiso nent, T. J. Hor- 
ridge, looked upon even by the liberals as a 
weak candidate, was elected by a majority of 
1,980. At the last election Balfour had a 
majority of 2,453. 

Of course, Mr. Balfour will find another 
safe seat before the elections are over, by one 
of the unionist candidates retiring in his fa- 
vor. Up to the present, however, .aere is no 
indication where the former premier will find 
this place where he can secure a miajority 


which will enable him to take his seat asa 


leader on the front opposition bench. 


Unionist Party Melts Away. 

Although only sixty-six seats are now filled 
out of the 670 required for the new parlia- 
ment which meets at Weatminster Feb. 15, 
the composition of the house, as shown by 
the reritg declared up to midnight, is as 
follows: Liberals, 39; unionists, 14; labor- 
ites, 6; nationalists, 7. This includes twenty- 
four candidates who were unopposed and the 
two candidates elected at Ipswich on Friday. 

In order to recognize fully the enormous 
turnOver of votes it Is only necessary to say 
that the aggregate unionist majority in the 
five Manchester seats of 7.3821 has been turned 
into an aggregate liberal majority of 11,111. 
In the sixth seat the liberal majority of 26 
became 2,454. Considering the total votes 


polled in the six seats, unionists, 28,487, be- 


comes 21,682, and liberals, 20,992, becomes 
35.217, thus fully justifying the liberal claim 
that they would maintain a great increase in 
their poll.

$150,000 a Year Hidden. 


New York, Jan. 18.—[Special.J—It is re- 
ported, in reliable quarters today that -Attor- 
ney General Mayer will bring suit against 
Richard A. MeCurdy, former president of the 
Mutual Life Insurance company, to recover 
part of the moneys paid him as salary. It 
is said the increase which McCurdy got a few 
years ago, from $100,000 to@150 000 a year, 
was not legally authorized. The increase was 
voted by the subcommittee cf the finance 
committee and never was brought before the 
board of trustees. Asa matter of fact, many 
of the trustees of the board had no idea until 
recently that McCurdy was drawing that 
amount. 

The committee which voted the raise, ac- 
cording to testimony adduced before the 
Armstrong investigating committee, was ap- 
pointed about twenty years ago, and as far 
as the records of the company disclosed never 
had been reappointed up to the time when 
McCurdy retired. The contention is that the 
advance in McCurdy’s salary as well as the 
raisés in the salaries of other executive of- 
ficerg in recent years was made by a com- 
mittee which, technically speaking, had no 
life in law. 


McCurdy Transfers Property. 


Persons who heard today the report that 
the attorney general would embody this 
matter of President McCurdy’s salary in his 
complaint against the Mutual’s board of 
trustees, recalled the fact that McCurdy 
only a few weeksago transferred practically 
all his property to his wife. It was sug- 
gested that the Mutual's ex-president evi- 
dently intended to forestall any attempt 
that*might be made either by the attorney 
general or board of trustees to force him to 
cover back any of his salary into the com- 
pany’s treasury. : 

It also was reported today that the attorney 
general probably would bring action against 
his son, Robert H. McCurdy, and son-in-law, 
Louis A. Thebaud, to recover at least in 
part the commissions that were paid them. 
The son of McCurdy got $530,728 as his share 
of the commissions received by C. H. Ray- 
mond & Co., Metropolitan general agents 
since 1899. He alse got more than $1,000,000 
commissions on foreign business. Son-in- 
Law Thebaud drew from Raymond & Co. 
since 1893 as his share of the commissions 
$932,823. 

The McCurdy family received all told from 
the Mutual something like $4,500,000. The 
above figures are those established in the 
Armstrong investigating committee, but it 
is understood that since the Armstrong com- 
mittee ceased to hold public hearings other 
contracts with Raymond & Co. have been 
uncovered which greatly will swell the total 
which the McCurdys got from the company. 
Te legality of the contracts on which these 
commissions were paid also is questioned. 


Light on Empire’s Affairs. 


An interesting series of letters which 
passed between George H. Neidlinger, a 
glassware merchant at 79 Murray street, and 
State Superintendent of Insurance Francis 
Hendricks relative to the affairs of the Em- 
pire Life Insurance company was made public 
today. The Empire Life is an assessment 
company, which went into the hands of a 
receiver a few days ago, leaving 2,200 policy 
holders in the Jurch. 

The letters show that Neidlinger repeatedly 
called Hendricks’ attention tothe condition 
of the Empire company, but got no satis- 
faction whatever from him. Instead of tak- 
ing up the matter and making an investiga- 
tion, Hendricks each time referred Neidlinger 
to the company’s own report for an answer

“I'll tell you, cull,” he said: “It’s al-

that time; or, secondly, if ite strength’ or 
purity falls below the standard under which 
it is sold, whatever that may be; and, third- 
ly, if it is an imitation offered for sale under 
‘the name of another article. 

In the case of confectionery the Hepburn 
law would specify adulteration if it con- 
tain loca alba, barytes, talc, chrome yellow, 
or other mineral substances or poisonous 
colors, or flavors, or other ingredients dele- 
terious or detrimental to health. 

Manufacturers and dealers will be partic- 
ularly interested in a provision which pre- 
scribes the measure of adulteration in ordi- 
nary food products. Underthe Hepburn law 
these are fixed in eight conditions. In tne 
first place, adulteration is presumed to exist 
if any substance is mixed with the product 
80 as to reduce or lower or injuriously affect 
the quality and strength. Secondly, there is 
adulteration if any substance has been sub- 
stituted in whole or part for the article itself; 
and thirdly, if any really but constituents of 
normal product have been abstracted either 
wholly or In part. In the fourth place there 
is a violation of the law if the product is an 
imitation of another article or is offered for 
sale under the distinctive name of that article, 
and in the fifth place it is legal if it is mixed, 
colored, powdered, or stained in such a way 
as to conceal its damage or inferiority. 

As a matter of course, if a product contains 
any added poisonous ingredient which may 
render it injurious to health it becomes sub- 
ject to law and equally so if it is labeled 
or branded so as to deceive or mislead the 
purchaser or if it purports to be an import- 
ed article when really it is not so. 

Finally, an article is deemed to be adul- 
terated if it consists in whole or part of 
filthy, decomposed, or putrid animal or vege- 
table substance, or any portion of an animal 
unfit for food, whether manufactured cr not, 
er if it is a product of a diseased animal, or 
one that. has died otherwise than by slaugh- 


ter. 
Way Open to Blackmail. 


To the average consumer these provisions 
all seem reasonable enough and in the in- 
terest of ordinary commercial honesty. 
Manufacturers and jobbers, as well as the 
retail dealers themselves, have urged upon 
the committee for years the necessity of 
guarding certain necessary customs of trade 
which might be interfered with by ignorant 
or vicious officers of the government. In 
several states at the present time food com- 
missioners have instituted a species of black- 
mail quite similar to that practiced by the 
insurance commissioners. If properly paid 
they will allow almost anything to go on the 
shelves and into the hands of consumers, but 
if their persona! interests are not looked after 
it is easy enough for them to discover tech- 
nical vidlations which result in barring out 
a product altogether unless the manufactur- 
er or dealer is willing to submit to blackmail. 

To prevent such abuses under federal au- 
thority, which, of course, will supersede ths 
state, the Hepburn Dill iteelf especially ac- 
cepts articles which are labéied, branded, or 
tagged so as to indicate plainly that they are 
mixtures, compounds, imitations, or blends. 
It-is further provided that proprietors or 
manufacturers of proprietary foods shall not 
be reqtired to disclose their trade formulas 
except so far as it may be necessary to se- 
cure freedom from imitation or adulteration. 


Retail-Dealer Is Protected. 

For the especial protection of the dealer it 
is provided that he cannot be convicted when 
able to prove by written guarantee purity in 
a form approved by the secretary of agricul- 
‘ture: This guarantee must contain the full 
name and address of the person making the 
sale, and he is made amenaebie to the law for 
its-violation and not the dealer wha hae sold 
‘the article in good faith, relying on the guar- 
Rien TO tee Sin 

For the purpose éf protecting people like 
the meat packers, who use borax or other 
substances in a manner not Injurious to 
health, there is a special proviso in the Hep- 
burn law that when in the preparation of 
foed products they are preserved in sucha 
way by external application that they are 
necessarily removed mechanically or by mac- 
eration in water, or otherwise, the provis- 
fons of the act will apply only to products 
when they are actually ready for consump- 
tion. 

There are representatives of a number of 
interests already here who insist upon still 
greater changes in the proposed law, and Mr. 
J. A; Yerington, chairman of the board of 
| directors of the National Food Manu- 
facturers’ association, already has “arrived 
here from Chicago and expects to open head- 
quarters.

BABCOCK AND CANNON CLASH, 


Leader of Republican Insurgents and 
Speaker of the House Have Personal | 
Conference Which Creates Talk. | 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 13,—[Special.J— 
The statehood situation today reached an 
acute stage. Asa result of the agitation an 
incident occurred which for a moment threat- 
ened, it is said, to cause strained relations 
between Speaker Cannon and Representative 
-Babcock of Wisconsin, the recognized leader 
of the republican insurgents. 

Just before the opening of the session Mr. 
Babcock appeared at the ‘speaker’s room, 


whieh oontained a story to the effect that 
his (Babcock’s).sérenuous opposition to the 
statehood bill was prompted by the tact that 
he had nt been made chairman of the com- 
mittee on appropriations. Mr. Babcock 
wanted recognition on a question of per- 
| sonal privilege to deny the story and to re- 
fute the allegation. 

' The speaker said Mr. Babcock had this 
right, but did not encourage him in the course 
he had marked out. 

Accounts of what actually happened differ, 
but it is said that the Wisconsin congress- 
man sought to intimate that the speaker in- 
spired the story. This Mr. Cannon emphat- 
ically denied. He added that when he had 
been approached to assign a reason for the 
fact that Mr. Babcock opposed in this con- 
gress the statehood bill which he had advo- 
cated inthe last congress, he had declined 
to advance any explanation, but had referred 
his interrogators to Mr. Babcock. 

This did not entirely satisfy Mr. Babcock. 
The spéaker, however, was frank and at the 
same time emphatic. One report had it there 
was a scene which came near resulting in an 
exchange of blows, but this story is denied 
upon behalf of both the speaker and Mr. 
Babcock. While it is admittedthat there was 
a spicy colloquy, it is said that the speaker 
and Mr. Babcock parted on friendly terms 
and their personal relations are not strained. 

When the house met Mr. Babcock did not 
ask.to be recognized on the question of per- 
sonal privilege.

Passengers and Crew Are Still 
Aboard Cherokee, Aground 
Off Jersey Coast. 


HUGE WAVES WASH DECK. 


Attempts to Release Vessel Fail, 
but Abating Storm Gives 
Hope. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Jan. 13.—[Special. }— 
The safety of sixty lives aboard the stranded 
steamer Cherokee of the Clyde line, which 
ran on the Brigantine shoals in a fog yester- 
Gay depends upon its strength to withstand 
the onslaught of a heavy sea which has been 
breaking over its decks all day and evening. 

The gale which endangers the steamer and 
those aboard reached a velocity of seventy 
miles an hour. The ten passengers are pris- 
oners in the cabin. 

During the day many rumors of loss of life 
and the certain destruction of the vessei 
were circulated, and caused the great- 
est excitement here. Crowds lined the 
‘beach in the attempt to get news of the ill 
fated craft. Ship captains believe the vessel 
will withatand the pounding of a furious 
sea. The wind tonight has fallen and the 
gale may have spent its force. 


Vessel Three Miles Off Shore. 


The steamer is three miles from the shore. 
line of the Brigantine beach, rocking in the 
sea. Seamen say the greatest danger lies 
through the wash of water removing the 
sand from the middle, leaving the stern and 
bow supported on sand piers and creating 
the danger of collapse by breaking in two, 

Not a word of communication has passed 
between shore and craft since afternoon. 
The storm hid it from sight in the afternoon 
and left the spectators to speculate as to the 
dangers of crew and passengers. Two gov- 
ernment life saving crews, those from the 
upper and lower Brigantine stations, went 
out during the morning before the storm de- 
veloped the intensity of a gale and have been 
unable to leave the steamer because of the 


One gévernment lifeboat tied to the vessel 
was hurled against the iron side of the 
steamer and crushed. The wreckage came 
ashore under Young’s pier, causing senga- 
tional rumors of loss of life of the crew. 


information from the vessel. The finding of 
cork jackets of the lifesavers scattered along 
the beach conveyed the impression that they 
were from the boat when it was broken up. 


Lies Deep in the Shoal. 
The. Cherokee lies with its head pointed to 


wrecking tug North A:merica of Philadelphia 
made a vain attempt during high water this 
morning to drag the vessel into deep water, 
but succeeded in moving it only a few hun- 
dred feet.

bed. 

Toward noon the tug was driven away by 
the gale. It then anchored the haweer and 
then*headed for the open sea to avold being 
driven on the shoals. The North America 
is expected to return if the sea moderates 
and make a new @ffort to get the stranded 
vessel afloat at high water. It is likély it 
will have the aid of another tug which has 
been wired for. ‘ 

Messages were received from agents of the 
Cherokee to throw the cargo overboard, but 
they were not communicated to Capt. Archi- 
bald, who sent an urgent message by way 
of signal that he wanted lighters to take off 
the raw sugar which makes up the main part 
of the cargo. It is not possible now to jet- 
tion any of the cargo. 

The Cherokee was five days out from the 
West Indies. The cargo is said to be worth 
upward.of $100,000. The Cherokee is 264 feet 
long and driven by 1,800 horsepower engines. 
It probably is worth $500,000.

HALT CONVENTION BY ROW 


TRAVELING MEN JEER, 
AND HOWL AT MEETING. 


Delegates’ Session of Illinois Commer- 
cial Men's Association, Held in Ma- 
sonic Temple, Engages in Hot Quar. 
rel When Resolution to Prevent Re- 
election of Directors Is Presented, 
but Motion Is Defeated and Board 
Is Named Again.

A row, which threatened to end in a figh 

but which was halted by the arrival of me 
liceman, broke out during the annual con- 
vention of the Illinois Commercial Men’s 
association in Drill hall, Masonic temple, 
yesterday afternoon. More than 500 dele- 
gates howled, jeered, whistled, and stamped 
their feet on the floor until it was impossible 
for the officers to be heard. The business of 
the convention came to a standstill for sev- 
eral minutes. 

The trouble arose over a resolution intro- 
duced by William Dieterle, who led the fac- 
tion opposed to the present management of 
the association. The resolution was-in the 
form of proposed amendments to the by- 
laws recommended to the board of directors 
for adoption. They provided that no officer 
should hold office more than two consecutive 
terms of two years each, and required the 
secretary-treasurer to increase his bonds 
from $10,000 to $100,000. 


Speech Causes Lively Row. 

The resolutions was introduced immediate- 
ly after the opening of the afternoon session, 
and while the election of five members of the 
board of directors was in progress. 

“it’s a sad commentary on the intelli- 
gence of our membership if no others than 
those who are perpetuating themselves in 
Office are capable of managing the affairs 
of the association,”’ said Mr. Dieterle. 

“In regard to increasing the bond I do not 
care to make insinuations. But there is 
nothing to prevent the officers and the board 
of directors in collusion to appropriate to 
themselves $100,000 and we would never 
know it."’ 

Then bedlam broke loose when some one 
made a motion to place the resolution on the 
table. The motion finally was put by Chair- 
man George W. Smith, president of the as- 
sociation, and was defeated by a large ma- 
jority. Secretary Treasurer Cavenaugh at- 
tempted several times to speak, but was 
howled down by the excited delegates, who 
demanded that the resolution be put to a 
vote of the convention.

Fang and Tai Hung Tzu, who arrived in 
San Francisco on Friday and are beginning 
an investigation of the political and social 
institutions of the United States and Europe, 
will reach Chicago next Thursday and re- 
main here three days.

On Saturday evening a 
banquet will be tendered the party, at which 
the Chinese minister, Gov. Deneen, and 
Mayor Dunne are expected to assist in re- 
ceiving the guests. ° : 

The visit of the commission is made at the 
special direction of the Chinese emperor, and 
is under the personal auspices of President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Taft. American 
manufacturing interests are especially con- 
cerned in it because of its possible bearing 
on the Chinese boycott question. At the ban- 
quet Saturday night practically all of the 
larger manufacturing concerns in the city 
will be represented.

Former State Treasurer and J. W. Lobb

The defeated leagues 
me expected by many to proceed with the 
frmatjion of a new minor league body and 
withdraw from the present organization in 
the hope of making the national agreement 
afour cornered arrangement. In that way 
they expect to. secure their special favors. 
Meanwhile, it is imperative upon the smaller 
tircuits, who have control of affairs at pres- 
mt, to conduct them in such manner as to 
leave the disgruntled leagues no cause for 
complaint. The jurisdiction of the minors’ 
‘board of arbitration over the “class A’”’ or 
‘Qny other leagues is confined mostly to de- 
tiding disputes over players, and it is not 
thought likely the men who constitute that 
board will give, the stronger leagues any- 
thing but a fair deal. That is all they can 
ask for. Some of the men connected with 
them want more than that, however. As for 
the general affairs of the minor organiza- 
tion, it seems reasonable to believe they will 
be conducted with better success and results 
by the strong men of the smaller leagues 
than by the leaders of the “class A”’ cir- 
cuits. It is only necessary to point to the 
factional fights which exist in two of the 
leading minor circuits and promise to injure 
them seriously, to show what would have 
happened if these ‘“‘ class A’ wreckere had 
Sained contro: of the affairs of the minor 
leagues’ association.

DRAFTING CHANGES NOW LAW. 


Cheirman Hermann Formally An- 
nounces Concessions to Minor Leagues 
—Penalty for Not Signing Contracts, 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 138.—The changes in the 
national agreement relating to drafting, 
which have been agreed to by the National 
and American leagues as well as the minor 
leagues forming the National assqciation, 
were formally announced by Chairman Her- 
mann of the national commission today. 

These changes increase the price for all 
drafted players, and limit the number of p’ay- 
ers to be drafted from class A to one, and pro- 
vide that the full price must be paid a: the 
‘time the draft is made. The changes had 
been prepared by Wa..ins, Farrell, and 
Shively, a committee representing the Na- 
tional association, and were first presented at 
a conference in New York on- Dec. 14, 1905, 

Representatives of the two major leagues 
approved the changes at that time, and the 
national commissign at its annual meeting in 
this city on Thursday adopted the proposed 
amendments to the national agreement, and 
this announcement by Chairman Hermann 
‘fixes them in baseball law. 

Additional rules were also announced fixing 
a fine of $25 for any player playing longer 
than the prescribed time without a con_ract, 
and a similar fine for clubs disposing of play- 
ers contrary to the provisions of the agree- 
ment.

The ball 
can be touched with only one hand at a time, 
no tackling is allowed, it is a foul to carry 
the ball under water, and rough work is 
penalized severely.. It makes a fast, clean, 
spectacular game, in which clever passing, 
good team work, and ability to shoot accurate 
goais from any part of the tank are the things 
most in demand.. :

PLAY FOR WORLD'S UPLB 


Oldest and Youngest - Protessional 
Billiardists to Meet in Match in 
Paris 
Has Beaten Opponent in Academy 
Contests, but Followers of Sport 
Fear He Will Be Unable to Stand 
the Strain of the Crucial Test. 


Tomorrow Night—American 


Maurice Vignaux of France and Willle 
Hoppe of America, respectively the oldest 
and the youngest of class & professiona) bil- 
liardists in active service, will meet at the 
Grand hotel, Paris, tomorrow night to con- 
test for the world’s champlonship, 500 points 
up, at 18-1. The match is ‘causing more in- 
terest than has any of its kind years. This 
because France is represented by its old, 
battle scarred veteran #nd holder of the 18-2 
and 18-1 balk line championships, and be- 
cause the billlard honors of-this country will 
be in the hands of the youngest expert cham- 
pion aspirant in the American history of the- 
game. 

The Frenchman is an old war horse at the 
game, Maving been a top notcher at all styles 


of day; and it is his experience in playing 
public matches.and taking part in big tour- 
naments against such masters as Schaefer, 
Slosson, Ives, and Sutton that those directly 
interested in the game consider to be too big 
a handicap for the boy, who is still in his 
teens. 

The impression is that Willie, although 
probably a better executor than Vignaux, 
will go to pieces when the crucial test comes, 
as it is the most important game he ever has 
been asked to take part in. The old man 
has béen there times without number, and a 
championship battle with considerable 
“noney at stake does not affect his playing in 
the least. Hoppe has outplayed his oppo- 
nent in the academies, and only a short time 
ago he beat him two games, 150 points up. 
He won the first of these games in two 
innings, and the second from the break. His 
grand average in the academy games during 
the last ‘month has been nearly W, which 
demonstrates his ability to give the old man 
a hard argument. . 


Emblem Is at Stake. 

The incentive, besides the money at stake 
and the honor of winning the championship 
title of the most difficult ball to ball game 
ever conceived, is the championship emblem, 
donated by an American billiard manufactur- 
ing concern. Should Willie win the match 
he will have to defend the trophy two years 
before it becomes his personal property, but 
should the Frenchman gather the required 
number of points, 500, first, the donors of the 
emblem will be compelled to decide some 
technicad points, as Vignaux will claim the 
emblem as personal property on March 4 
having won it on that date in .1904 from 
George Sutton, who won it from Jake 
Schaefer by default. 

The conditions regarding the emblem as 
to challenges and the posting of forfeits for 
defending the same are: The holder of the 
championship must, if challenged, post his 
forfeit not later than ten days after the date 
of challenge and must defend the title within 
sixty days after the receipt of challenge. 

The points the donors of the trophy will 
have to struggle with are: Can Vignaux 
claim sole ownership to the emblem and re- 
fuse to defend it after March 4, as the sixty 
days, the limit allowéd him to play his chal- 
lenger, will not expire until ten days after 
he has defended the emblem the required 
two years? And, if challenged immediately | 
after he defeats Hoppe, will he forfeit his 
right to the emblem should he refuse to post 
his forfeit within the ten days required after 
receipt of challenge, claiming his sixty days’ 
right, which would not expire until after 
March 4? 

The donors consider they have a difficult 
problem to solve and naturally hope to escape 
the trouble by having Hoppe win. Which- 
ever wins will be challenged by Sutton and 
Cure and probably others. 


Vignaux Holds Two Titles. 


Vignaux, as previously. stated, holds the 
18-2 and 18-1 championships, both of which 
camre to him in a roundabout way. He se- 
cured the 18-2 championship by fighting for 
it in the courts, and won the 18-1 by defeat- 
ing Sutton, who won it by default, having 
posted a forfeit to play Schacfer, which 
Jake neglected to cover. He claimed, how- 
ever, that he had $500 tn the hands of.the 
donors of the trophy, the sum required for’ 
acting as ‘custodian for the emblem, but the 
donors ruled against him and proclaimed 
Sutton the champion.

TO PLAY RUGBY FOOTBALL. 


Local League Is Formed and Will Hold 
First Games Under English 
Rules in the Spring. 


English Rugby football will be given @ 
trial in Chicago itn the spring, the first games 
being carded as soon as the weather will 
permit. Through the efforts of Thomas F, 
Peel, a former Irish international player 
the Chicago League of Rugby Football has 
beer formed, and at a preliminary meeting 
held last night it was determined to begin 
operations as soon as the frost is out of the 
ground.

races at Detroit for Geers, and then go tri- 
umphantly down the grand circuit line to 
more victories, 

But things did not happen that way. Wal- 
ter Direct proved to be all that was claimed 
for him, winning as he liked until an ailing 
leg put him Out of business for the season, 
but Clarita W. was nothing like as good as 
touted. She not only did rot win the M. 
and M., but in other races showed she had 
been overrated, one heat just inside the 2:10 
mark being her best mile for the year. She, 
too, developed lameness, and now it is given 
@ut that the .big chestnut mare will be bred 
to John A. McKerron, 2:04%, and then made 

for a trip against the watch to re- 
her record, it being figured that the 
— mark of 2:00% can be’ set at about 
evra. 

So far as temperament and gait go, the 
mating of Clarita W. and McKerron should 
be a good one. The mare is essentially big 
gaited, with a tendency to claw and sprawl 
@ little when all out, while McKerron isa 
horse of absolutely true action at al] times, 
and his flight of speed is so great that no 
Siallion has a license to owtbreed him. Also, 
he is a horse that is willing at all times to 
Co exactly as the driver wills, which is not 
the case with Clarita W., her blood getting 
hot’ at times, making her “ bull’ ’ just when 
she should leave everything to the¢man in 
the sulky if results aimed for are to be at- 
tained. 


Many Green Pacers in String. 

Geers has a number of green “pacers in his 
string this year, the latest addition being a 
5 year old mare by the trotting stallion The 
Earl, 2:17, 8am Bessie Hal, dam of Direct 
dial, 2-041, The Earl is a son of Mambrino 
King, owned at the Hamlin farm when Geers 
was trainer there, and Geers is familiar with 
all the. blood lines in the pedigree of his new 
pacer. She is described as a steady going 
pacer, paying not the least attention to what 
goes on around her, and that she has at least 
4& respectable turn of speed was shown not 
long ago by a half mile in 1:08%: On paper 
it does not look as though the daughter of. 
The Earl would do for the greén classes next 
Summer at the places where Geers will race, 
es he has a couple of others in-the barn that 
can discount anything she has done thus far. 

Of course, the sfar pac?ér of his lot is Easter 
Direct, owned in California; that paced the 
Golumbus track in 2:08% last fall, on another 
occasion showing a quarter better than :30. 

When the big stakes for green pacers are 
announced it is understodd Easter Direct will 
be named in all of them, and if the owners 
of the other fast sidewheelers without rec- 
ords in the Geers stable want to enter their 
horses, in the same events they will be at 
liberty to do so, it being understood that, so 
far as Geers personally is concerned, Easter 
Direct will have the choice when it comes to 
selecting a starter. In this case itis possible 
some of the pacing speed in the string may 
be sent to other stables before the racing 
geason begins. 

1 have been taken to task by an eastern 
breeder for the remarks about the stallion 
Lord Russell which appeared in this column 
last Sunday. My estimate of the brother to 
Maud S. was not a high one, I admit, but 
that I had “ grossly slandered ” the animal 
did not appear to me, although that is how 
the eastern breeder views it.

Lord Russell Fagored. 

What I said about Lord Russell was the 
piain truth. Being a brother of MaudS. and 
foaled about the time the wonderful mare be- 
came a trotting wonder, he was given an 
extra good chance in the stud, but failed to 
live up to his colt reputation or his pedi- 
gree. In commenting on this fact the editor 
of the leading turf journal, the Horse Re- 
\view, takes about the same page I did, 
closing his article by saying: 

{In a final summing up the ironical fact remains 
that, after a@ career of over twenty-four years, 
lord Russell ended his life as he had begun it, best 
known. as ia the- own brother to Maud 8.’ And 
perhaps in this fact lies the explanation of his 
career. He was the product of a croas which 
produced great females and not great males. 

That this is a true estimate of the -horsé 
cannot be doubted. .The dam of Lord Rus- 
sell produced to Harold, his sire, seven foals 
—five fillies and two colts. One of the fillies 
died, but three of the other four made names 
for themselves, Maud 8. as a trotter and 
Lady Russell and Russia as brood mares. The 
two colts were Lord Russell and Pilot Rus- 
sell. The last named wasa total failure from 
any point of view. 

That the combination of the. blood of Miss 
Russell and Harold was most potent in the 
female line only is now a demonstrated fact. 
In Kremlin, Lord Russell sired a champion 
trotting stallion, a great race horse as well, 
and Kremlin has done fairly well, although 
from the quality of the mares bred to’ him 
his success was to be expected. But aside 
from the Kremlin line, the Lord Rusgell 
biood, when all its opportunities are con- 
@idered, has not achieved a great deal. 

Although the HMttle pacer Locanda has 
taken a race record of 2:02 at that gait and 
never showed any speed at thetrot, he is trot- 
ting bred, being by the record trotter Aller- 
ton antl out of a mare by Red Wilkes. 

From what Locanda has accomplished dur- 
ing the four or five seasons he has been racing 
it looks as if, With a special preparation, he 
might come close to the two minute mark, or 
possibly shade it a bit, and it is understood 
he will be trained this year with that idea 


' in view.. Algo it is given out in the east that 


Mr. Is M. Borden, who owns the stallion, 
will mat¢ him in the spring with a number of 
fast record meres, trotters, in his racing 
stable. Deloree, who came out green last 
year and beat 2:10 in a race, is one of the 
mares referred to, and Susie N., 2:09\%, awa 
8-year old last summer, is another. Mr. 
Borden’s trainer bought the trotter Miss 
Brock, 2:13%, the other day, and will add 
her to his brood mare hist, and two others

Borden Experiment Safe. 

It has not been‘ the custom to select trot- 
ting mares to mate with a pacing stallion, 
even though the latter be trotting bred, but 
Mr. Borden, with a horse like Locanda and 
mares such as he has chosen, can hardly fail 
of success. In the case of Deloree there will 
‘be a doubling up of the blood of Allerton if 
ehe is bred to Locanda, ae the latter horse is 
by Allerton, as is the dam of Deloree, a mare 
called Hindee, that is by Allerton out of 
Elloree, 2:08%, by Axtell. It would be hard 
to find two better bred harness horses or 
‘wo better looking ones than Locanda and 
Deloree. and their foal should be something 
e@teove the common, both in the way of breed i 
and beauty.

Mr. Holt has been in Cal-’ 
ifornia for some time, and the other da 
he purehased twenty-five of the get of Sid- 
ney Dillon, all youngsters, thus practically 
clearing up the market for that sort of stock. 

Of course Mr. Holt will have the young- 
sters trained and the chances are that the 
Sidney Dillon blood wit, have a great boom 
in the next two years."

of extreme speed. -That Sidney Dillon was 
appreciated in the east was shown by the 
fact that his book was filled for 1905 soon 
after Mr. Holt bought the stallion and there 
is no diminution in the demand for hie serv- 
ices. Of the lot sired ‘by Sidney Dillon which 
Mr. Holt purchased in California, only two 
are 8 year olds, the others being 2 year olds 
and yearlings. 


chase Mr. Holt was advised by Millard San- 
ders, who drove Lou Dillon to her record and 
knows more about the family than any other 
man, as he was behind Dolly Dillon when 
she trotted in 2:07, and worked Stanley Dtl- 
lon a mile in 2:15% after handling him about 
sixty days. It is likely some of the 2 year, 
olds may be left with Sanders to train in 
California until the weather here shall be 
warm enough for the purpose. If this is 
done the chances are the youngsters will come 
an fast as Sanders is a master hand at mak- 
ing speed with baby trotters and pacers. 


Lecco Shipped to Macon. 


Apropos of California horses, ‘it may. be 
said that the stallion Lecco, 2:00%, trotting, 
has. been shipped from San Francisco di- 
rect to Macon, Ga., where he will be placed 
in the stud. Lecco was bredin New England, 
and after making his record wae taken to 
California by Ed Mills of Boston, who also 
shipped to the Pacific coast the pacing stal- 
lion Searchlight, 2:08%. It was reported 
from time to time in the California papers 
that both horses were doing well in theif 
new homes, but last summer Searchlight was 
sent to Kentucky, and now Lecco is in 
Georgia. His new location will be at ‘the 
Piant farm, which hds been idle sinc. the 
suicide of its owner a year or two ago.

The dam of Nancy Stam came into notice 
by producing Nancy Hanks, champion trot- 
ter of her day, she setting the world’s mark 
at 2:04. Nancy Stam, product of the cham- | 
pion blood of Stamboul and Nancy Lee, is 
bred to Freedom, another champion in his 
day, as he was the first yearling trotter to 
beat 2:30. John Goldsmith drove Freedom, 
a son of Guy Wilkes, to the yearling record, 
but the horse never lowered this mark, pre- 
sumably for the reason that he was not 
trained, as it is unlikely that a colt capable 
of beating 2:30 as a yearling never made 
any more speed. .

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READY FOR ORMOND MEET. | 


MOTORISTS’ EYES TURN TO THE 
FLORIDA RACECOURSE. 
Speed Events on the Southern’ Beach 
Divide Houors with the New York 
and Chicago Automobile Shows— 
Best Drivers in the World Are En- 
tered and Many 
pected to Go by the Hoard—Local 
Enthusiasts Will Attend in Force. 


Although the eyes of the motoring world 
are turned to New York, where the two 
rival automobile shows threw open their 
doors yesterday, both the trade and sport 
end of the game are keeping up a lively in- 
terest in the Ormond meet, which acts asa 
a sort of a sandwich in between the New 
York and Chicago shows. . 


Starting the 22d, the meet will run five’ 
days, in which time the best ‘drivers in the 
world will compete In events which so far 
have always resulted in a new set of recordg, 
for no faster course than the ocean beach 
running between Ormond and Daytona can . 
be found. This beach is twenty miles long, 
and at low tide there is 300 feet or more of . 
hard driving surface that just meets auto- 
mobile requiremefits, for, in addition to its 
marble like foundation, the sand is moist 
enough to keep the tires from burning when 
a car is going at top speed. 

Racing starts when the tide is half out, 
and of course in-selecting the dates the 
tide table has to be consulted in order that 
the best conditions may be secured. C. W. 
Seaman of New York is said to have driven 
the first autqmobile—a steamer—glong this 
‘beach course, but Chicagoans give credit 
for discovéring the racing possibilities of the 
beach to N. H. Yan Sicklen of this city, who 
visited Ormond in the old bicycle days, re- 
turning loud in his praises of the place for 
a big road race. Of course, this was Jong 
before the automobile became a factor in 
the racing game and the cyglists never took 
advantage of the discovery. 


Many Motorists Expected.

WOMAN IS NOT INFERIOR. 


London Scientist Shows Wherein Man 
Has an Advantage and How He Is 
Behind Her.

LONDON, Jan. 13.—Even the most con- 

firmed misogynist no longer has any excuse 
for despising the fair sex, for Dr. Bernard 
Hollander has demonstrated that “ woman 
mentally is not inferior to man; she is only 
dissimilar.” 

He had many interesting things to say 
about “““Woman: Her Brain, Mental Capac- 
ity, and Character,” in a paper which he 
read the other night before the Bthnological 
society. “ There’s no denying the fact,”’ said 
Dr. Hollander, “that the average woman’s 
brain not only is one inch less in circumfer- 
ence than the male brain, but it is about five 
ounces lighter@ This, however, doesn’t de- 
note even comparative ‘ lightheadedness,’ 
because the size of the entire brain is nota 
measure of intellectual capacity at all, but 
is a measure of capacity of all the energies 
taken together. 

“ Portions in which the difference between 
the male and female brains is more marked 
are those that have to do with the force and 
energy of the animal passion, all of which 
women possess in a less degree than men. 
On the other hand those portions which are 
cohcerned with the manifestations of feel- 
ings and emotions are more strongly de- 

veloped in woman.” 

Hollander then proceeded to show how the 
difference between the brains of the two 
sexes affected the social and domestic life. 
and paid many graceful tributes to woman's 
power of affection, firmness, and bravery in 
calamity, and fortitude in time of sickness. 

“ Vanity,”’ he stated, * is greater in woman 
(and conceit is greater in man, and again, 
because she can love so deeply, she can hate 
more fiercely: She can be generous in ac- 
tions, but is not always so in feeling, some- 
times appearing as if she lacked the sense 
of justice. ° 

“But her refined nervous organization

The initiative to which the present improve- 
ment is due was ‘taken by the comteéesse de 
Bearn: For many years she has been on 
the search for a frame fitting for the master- 
piece, and this recently she found and 
presented to the great French museum, 
‘The frame is of Italian workmanship ot 
the extreme end of the sixteenth century, and 
brings out admirably the full charm of Vinci's 
great work. 

French art suffered a severe loss this 
week when 850 paintings, most of them by 
prominent artists, were destroyed in a fire 
which consumed a villa belonging to M. 
Fromentin, a wealthy French politician. As 
Fromentin received threatening letters uwing 
to his extreme republicanism, it is believed 
thé fire was set by an incendiary. 

An interesting exhibition of etchings by 
four young American artists, George C, Aid,

Abnormal Conditions Attract 
Attention of Scientists— 
Nothing Like in Years. 


STORM STARTLES LONDON. 


Fierce Thunder and Lightning 
ind Slashing Rain Sweeps Over 
City; Spring in Its Wake.

LONDON, Jan. 13.—In Europe, as in Amer- 


‘ lea, abnormal weather conditions are at- 


tracting widespread attention. 

* Curiously enough,”’ writes a highly placed 
scientist in the Daily Mall, “it is generally 
the exceptional case which gives one a hint 
as to nature’s method of work and probes 
us to exert’ ourselves more to attempt to 
unravel her mysteries. We are in midwin- 
ter, and frost is conspicuous by its infre- 
quency, while as regards snow we in the 
south of, England are forgetting what it 
looks like. We are not alone, however, in 
this exceptional condition of things. Those 
who have left these shores to escape the 
English winter might have staid at home. 


‘Complain of Extreme Heat. 

“From Biarritz complaint comes of ex- 
treme heat. At Montreux the weather is de- 
scribed as muggy, damp, and warm enough 
for April. Vesuvius is active. In Switser- 
land the weather is so warm that snow has 
disappeared already, while in Vienna dust 
storms are recorded and even earthquakes. 

“On the other hand, those who are im 
Egypt and passing through the Red sea com — 
plain of cold weather, saying it is the coldest 
weather experienced in twenty-five years. 
The Au lase summer season has been 
rudely disturbed by cold snaps of quite an 
unusual kind. It is extremely difficult to ex- 
plain the conditions prevailing over Europe. 
The occurrence of dust storms in Vienna— 
and probably they have occurred at other 
places more to the south, such as Italy—eug- 
gest that the whole of southern Europe is 
involved in an atmospherical whirl which 
brings tuus from the Sahara region the heat- 
ed air and dust of those parts. The low lati- 
tude of this anticyclonic or high pressure 
area allows the track of. cyclones, or low pres- 
sure areas, as they arrive from the Atlantic, 
which give us our weather, to involve Eng- 


- land more in the middle of these areas, thus 


raising our temperature and giving the mild

Theory of Weather Freaks. «= 
“ There is no doubt that western Europe's 


| weather is closely related to a large system 


of weather change which exists between the 


' eastern and western hemispheres. These 
' two hemisphereg behave always in opposite 
_ ways. If one region is exceptionally wet the * 
' other fs extremely dry, or if one region is 
' colder than usual the other is warmer. 


** Western Europe is on the boundary line

Many Elements in France De- 
mand as President Some One 
of Roosevelt Type. 


DOUMER FILLS THE BILL. 


Former Governor of Indo-China 
Has Strong Backing and 
May Succeed Loubet. 


{DY EX-ATTACHE.] 

On Wednesday next the 300 members of the 
senate and the 580 legislators of the chamber 
of Geputies will assemble at the palace of 
Versailles In a joint: congress to elect a Buc- 
cetsor to President Loubet according to the 
methods which I described in these letters a. 
fortnight ago. The election is for the con- 
= stitutional term of seven years; but it will 
differ from most of those that have taken 
place since 1870 in the majestic abode of that 
imposing sovereign who figures in history as 
“the grand monarch,” in that on this occa- 
sion the conflict will be between principles 
rather than between individuals. 

It will be a fight between the “laissez faire’ 
policy of which President Loubet has been 
60 “admirable a representative and the policy 
of personal and individual initiative, the 
policy of action, of new ideas, and of ad- 
vance, such as is ascribed to the popular 
favorite in Wednesday’s race—namely: To 
Paul Doumer, now speaker and president of 
the chambcr of deputies. It will bea struggle, 
in one word, between the old France—and by 
that I mean, not the France of the “‘ ancient 
régime,”’ but of the last five and thirty years 
—on the one hand, and the new France, which 
ts bent on seeing. the nation taking that lead, 
both politically and economicaliy, to which 
it. is entitled by its marvelous wealth and 
prosperity, as well as by its power. — 


“Give Us a Roosevelt,” Cry Some. 
_ The publication of the yellow book by the 

ministry of foreign affairs, describing the 
attitude of the French government in the 
crisis about Morocco from its inception, has 
been received with mingled feelings. For, 
while there are many who are joud fn their 
expression of admiration for the patience 
and the forbearance which the government 
has dispiaved throughout the enfire con- 
troversy, there are an equally large number 
of Frenchmen—perhaps a majority--who 
take the ground that the forbearance and 
patience of France have gone too far for the 
prestige of the nation and that the dig- 


- mity of the latter has been allowed to 


suffer for purely economic reasons. They 
argue that the man needed at the 
Elysée palace at the present moment 
is one of the type of Theodore Roosevelt, a 
man who, by the forcefulness of his charac- 
ter and by the vigor of his statemanship, will 
enable France to play as masterful.a réle in 
the concert of nationg as the United States, 
when last summer it was instrumental in 
bringing to a close the war between Japan 
and Ruesia, which nefther belligerent was 
disposed to end just at that time. 


Went a “No Alliances’ Man. 


They want, infact, a man at the head of the 
nation who will relieve the people at large 
af the impression which has prevailed until 


now that some foreign alliance, either with” 


Ruesia or with Great Britain, is indepensa- 
ble to the safety of France. Formerly, prior 
to the war with Spain, and ever during the 
latter, a widespread feeling prevailed 
throughout this country that the friendship 
and support of one or:another of the great 
powers of Europe was necessary to the ge- 
. curity of Uncle Sam. Todey, any notion of 
the kind would be resented far and wide. 


America feels herwelf so great and strong . 


that her people, besieged with offers of 
friendship, hold back, unwilling to commit 
themselves in any direction, realizing that as 
long as she rerrains aloof she will have, so 
to speak, the casting vote in any controversy 
that may cccur, ard. thus become the ar- 
biter of the situaticn. 


' . Doumer Likened to Roosevelt. 

_, “Millions of Frenchmen ascribe this change 
in the*international status of America to her 
present chief magistrate, and are convinced 
that a man of the same kind is necessary at 
the Elysée—arnd the man who most nearly 
amewers the description is Paul Doumer. But, 
with all s, it is necessary to bear in mind 
the fact that hitherto the presidents of the 
French republic have been sedate, time sea- 
soned mé¢n, who have yielded to the course of 
events instead of making any attempt to dl- 
rect it. Many Frenchmen think tat their 
country will be safer with a chief magistrate 
‘who will be the passive rather than the active 
head of the nation, a man of middle class 
abilities, ready to become the mere inetru- 
ment of the ever changing and ephemera! 
majority of the chamber of deputies. So 
much for the issue at stake. 


Doumer’s Romentic Career. 


With regard to Paul Doumer, who ifs un- 
doubtedly the popular favorite in the race 
for the presidency on Wednesday next, he Is 
in every sense of the word a self made man. 
He began his amazing career asa locksmith’'s 
apprentice, and is the son of working people 
of the humbliest kind, who could afford to 
give him only the most elementary educa- 
tion. It was. not exactly easy for him to fill 
up the educational gaps. But he did jt by 

) way of prtvation and hard work. Part of 
the money he earned by the labor of his 
hands went to pay for*his inetruction in 
the same way that all his leisure time was 
devoted to his future advancement. In due 
course he became a “ bachelier dés arts,” 
that is to say, he obtained by passing the 

_mecessary examinations that scholastic de- 
gree from the state which is indispensable 
in French professional life, and the posses- 
sion of which constitutes the sole plea on 
which the government permits young French 
citizens to serve one year in the army instead 
of three. After having thus been graduated, 
Paul Doumer abandoned manual labor and 
the ,Dusiness of a locksmith and adopted 
journalism, first as a reporter, then as @ 
special writer, becoming ultimately the edi- 
tor of Voltaire, In those days an influential 

. Organ of the Parisian press. 


Debts Give Him Hard Fight. 


As usual, journalism led to politics... He be- 
came the principal private secretary to M. 
Fioquet, when the latter was prime minister, 
entered the chamber, and after. successive 
rises became minister of finance in the cab- 
inet of M. Bourgeois. At that period of his 
existence his family was a drag upon him. 
For he has at least eight children, and his 
wife, the daughter of a learned professor 
and a charming, cultured woman, herself a 
teacher: prior to her marriage,- brought him 
mo fortune. Indeed; when: the administra. 
tion in which he had office wes overthrown 
and he found himself once more reduced to 
hig pittance as a member of the of 
deputies, he experienced much difficulty tn 
making both ends meet, especially as he was 
burdened with liabilities amounting, it is 
said. to,about $12,000. . 


China Post Brings Him Fortune. 
Fora time things went hard with him, and 
then he was appointed to the governor gen- 
eralship of Indo-China, France's -great de- 
pencency of southeast Asia. Some say that 


the office. was tendered to him by. political 


rivals anxious to get him out of the way, 
while, according to others, it was placed 
within his reach by friends and admirers 
who were aware of his circumstances, and 
who had interested themeeives in his behalf.

Thus, while on the one hand he enjoys to- 
day the support.of the republicans and the 
radicais, he is Mkewise regarded with favor 
by the Roman Catholic and Protestant 
churches. and their adherents, added to 
which, French trade and Industry, which, 
after all constitute the backbone of the 
country, turally think highly of a man 
who in his term as governor general of Indo- 
China, managed to increase tenfold its com- 
merce with France. Nor must I omit to add 
that he stands well with the working classcs, 
which do not forget that he has been one of 
themeelves, atid Who are genuinely proud of 
his success. Indeed, on his return from the 
far orient at the close of his term as governor 
general, banquets were organized in his hon- 
or by workmen's cotperative societies and 
by labor unions all over France. If elected 
president he will be ihe first Protestant to 
become the ruler of the nation that formerly 
cl4imed to be ‘“‘ the eldest dhughter of the 
(Roman Catholic) church.” 


Sarrien, Doumer’s Principal Rival. 

Doumer’s :principal rival on Wednesday, 
and the chief obstacie to the realization of 
his ambitions, is undoubtedly Jean Sarrien, 
who possibly may decline to run himself and 
put forward one of his friends or tollowers 
instead. Although extremely unobtrusive 
and reticent, a man as retiring as Doumer 
is spectacular, yet he has been a power in 
French political sife for the last ten or fif- 
teen years. And his power its all the greater 
owing to the fact that, as a rule, he is con- 
tent to wield it in an occult fashion, from 
the background. 

There are few men of importance in French 
political lifé about whom less is known by 
the general public, and of whom less is seen. 
Yet there have been few ministerial crises 
in which he has not been consulted, invaria- 
bly refusing the terder of a portfolio, and 
apparently quite content to see his advice 
deferred to and followed. In fact, the last 
time that he held office was in 1898, when, 
at the request of his friend Brisson, he with 
some reluctance contented to accept the per- 
jlous post of minister of justice at. the time 
of the Dreyfus controversy. 


Serrien’s Part in Dreyfus Case. 

As minister of justice he instituted the 
proceedings in the Supreme court which 
resulted in the quashing of the first trial 
of the prisoner on Devii's island and in the 
ex-captain being brought back to France 
to stand trial anew at Rennes. But, what- 
ever ill will he incurred among military 
men in connection with this affair, he may 
be said to have retrieved by the stringent 
orders which. he issued to the magistrates 
throughout France to protect officers of 
high and low degree in the army against 
attacks from the platform and In the press. 

He is a man of about 66 years of age, a 
lawyer by profession, born of a middle class 
provincial family, and during the war with 
Germany won the cross of the Legion of 
Honor by gallantry under fire as a captain 
of mobiles. He succeeded his father as 
mayor of Moulins, practiced first at the bar 
of Lyons, and then in Paris, and has now 
represented his native district of the Saone 


et Lolre without interruption for nearly 


three decades in the chamber of uties. 
Like Doumer, he is frugal, temperate, of 
absolutely regular habits of living, free 
from ostentation, and singularly hale and 
hearty for his years. 

Frenchmen always have a great respect 
for a siatesman who knows how to keep his 
own counsel and to hold his tongue. No- 
where is sobriety of speech and dis¢tretion 
of. utterance more widely appreciaied than 
in France. Thege were among the pilncipal 
claims of Waldeck-Rousseau upon tie good 
will of his countrymen, and that ts why

Many Raids on Museums, Churches,

If Con- 
stantine does get to Italy the prefect of police 
of Rome can't reach out his hand and grab 
him so easily as seems to be assumed. There 
are many refuges in Italy for a fugitive speak- 
ing Italian who doesn’t want to be caught. 
There are, for example, the mountains of 
Caiabria and parts of Sicily where railroads 
don’t run and tourists are warned by guide 
books not to go for fear of brigands. Even 
{if Constantine has taken boat for Italy it 
igs not certain he will go there: Me may de- 
cide to stop off at the Azores, or Gibraltar, 
or perhaps at Marseilles. Even if he should 
go on to Italy and should rot seek safety 
in the haunts of brigands the search of the 
prefect of the police of Rome for him would 
be the hunt for the needle in the haystack 
over again. 

It is to be feared that the police of Chicago 
have a vague idea as to Italy and the Italians. 
Perhaps, however, from the policé stand- 
point, the sending of this letter may turn out 
to be not a bad plan. It states they have 
‘positive information’’ that Constantine 
meant to go to Italy. This being the case, 
if the murderer is not caught the prefect of 
the police of Rome will of course have to bear 
the brunt of the blame. Meantime it would 
gratify a natural public curiosity to know 
where and how the police got their “* positive 
information ” and in what it consists. 


WANTED: A “SQUARE DEAL” FOR 
CHICAGO. 

President Roosevelt says he believes in a 
“ square deal.” Chicago also believes in it. 
There ought to be no difficulty in arranging 
terms between the chief executive and the 
city on the “ square deal” basis. ‘ 

A “ square deal ” for Chicago would imply 
the filling of the principal federal offices by 
representative citizens. It would not mean 
the giving of these offices as patronage to 
Senators Cullom and Hopkins. Patronage 
is a valuable thing or consideration. 
It ought not to be bestowed upon a 
senator of the United States to infiu- 
ence his vote or action. The president 
should not offer it and the senator should 
not accept it with that object in view. 
Yet the bestowal of patronage is supposed to 
influence votes of senators. The relation- 


‘ship is not desirable either for the president 


or the senators. | 

Chicago has ten republican representa- 
tives, but only one is consulted in the making 
of appointments. He is the former head 
of a discredited organization who has been 
defeated both at the primaries and the polls. 
When he was recognized as the leader of 
the party’in Cook county the excuse for giv- 
ing him offices was that “ the organization 
must be recognized.”” Now that he has 
been repudiated and is no longer influen- 
tial in the party councils, the offices 
are still given to him because he wants 
them, and are denied to the accredited rep- 
resentatives of the party organization be- 
cause they have committed the great offense 
of defeating him. Why should nine of 
the republican representatives from Chicago 
be forgotten or ignored in matters of this 
kind while one of them is so distinctly re- 
membered ? 

The appointments to federal offices in Chi- 
eago have not been, as a rule, of high class, 
They have not redeemed the president's 
early promises as a civil service reformer. 
They indicate a disposition on his part to 
use the offices for political purposes, to ad- 
vance the policies of his administration, and 
especially to insure the votes of the senators

There are two of these offices still to be 
filled-in which it may be possible to give rep- 
resentation to the business men of the city. 
One of them is the office of collector of cus- 
toms. Its jurisdiction extends beyond the 
The office has always 
been regarded as a presidential one. It 
never has been awarded, so far as THE 
TRIBUNE knows, to senatorial jmportunity 
or recommendation. ‘The president should 
choose for that office some representative 
business man belonging to the Merchants’ 
club, the Hamilton club, or one of the many 
other organizations that have extended cour- 
tesies to him and have always loyally stood « 
by him. He should bestow the office as a 
recognition of the fact that there is a large 
class of republicans in Chicago who are not 


personal fortunes of either of the Illinois 
senators. 

The other office is that of appraiser. It is 
one in which there are, as THe TrrspunE 
has said, “ infinite opportunities for graft.” 
It should be filled by a high class man, one 
possessing the confidence of the whole busi- 
ness community. It should not be filled by 
any broken down, ¢ast off, repudiated, needy 
politician with a doubtful record, who has 
no distinction except that of having been de- 
feated and turned out of office, and whose 
inefficiency while in office has been abun- 
dantly proved and is universally admitted. 
Usnally the office of appraiser has been 
filled by a high class man who knew some- 
thing about merchandise other than politica] 
“ goods.” There is no reason now why it 
should be given to the represeutative of a 
discredited and “ bursted ”’ political organ- 
ization turned out of office because he was 
unfit to hold it, and every day being shown 
to be unfitter. | 

Federal offices in Chicago should not be 
given to men who have been repudiated over 
j and over again by the people and are not 
fully representative of the majority of their 
own party in their own wards and congres- 
sional districts. If men are to be appvinted 
for political reasons they ought to’be truly 
representative of the republican party and 
not merely representative of one or the other 
of the senators. Some of them should be 
representative of Chicago and not of La 
Salle county, or Whiteside, or McHenry, or 
Lee. 


A GREAT EDUCATIONAL TRIAL. 

The trial of the Jacksonville man ac- 
eused of a violation of the state civil service 
j law by soliciting campaign subscriptions 
from state employés has resulted in a dis- 
agreement of the jury. His conviction is 
not likely, but the prosecution may have 
great educational value. As the president 
of the state civil service commission has 
said, **the moral effect will be far reach- 
ing, even if there. be an acquittal.” The- 
ugly facts showing the meanness and turpi- 
tude of the men who try to extort money 
from state employés will be forced upon the 
attention of the people. They will demand 
that an end be put to such shameful! prac- 
tices.

The state has taken into its care the helpless, 
insane, deaf, blind, and other unfortunates. ft

public opinion rather than on law. L’ublic | 
opinion ig all the time growing stronger in | 
favor of the cessation of political assess- 
ments. The people are coming to agree 
with President Moulton that when a polit- 
ical leader goes to a state institution. and 
asks an employé to contribute he is as bad 
as a highwayman, “ for the employé knows 
he will have to contribute or lose bis job.” 

There has been a great improvement, 
largely due to popular sentiment, in the 
federal civil service in Chicago—except in 
the heads of departments—within the last 
twenty years. ‘The assessing of subordinate 
employés is practically unknown and they 
are not forced to be active in ward or precinct 
polities. If Gov. Deneen shall continue to 
make appointments of.the character he has 
begun with, the Lllinois state institutions 
will soon be managed in strict accordance 
with ‘civil service principles. None of his 
successors will be strong enough to re- 
establish the spoils system, for the attempt 
would evoke a popular protest that would 
do him great permanent harm and little 
temporary good.

HIGHER LICENSE FOR CHICAGO. 

It is unlawful for the corporate authorities 
of Chicago to grant a liquor license for less 
than $500 a year, but they can charge as 
much more as they please. Some of the 
smaller Ulinois cities exact $1,000. Chicago 
has adhered to the minimum rate of $500 
fixed by the high license law of 1888. That 
law, which was bitterly fought by the mu- 
nicipal administration of that day, has been 
the financial salvation of Chicago. It gives 
the city now nearly $4,000,000 of revenue. 

The $500 rate was high when established. 
It has ceased to be so, for a great city at 
least. The rate in New York is $1,200. In 
Boston it ranges from $500 to $2,000. In 
Philadelphia it is $1,100, and in St. Louis 
$600. In New York liquor licenses average 
$3.18 per capita, in Boston, $2.44, and in 
Chicago only $1.95, It is time for the coun- 
cil to exercise the authority vested in it and 
raise the license charge to $1,000 or $1,200. 

That would increase the revenues of the 
city, Messen the work of the police, and pro- 
mofée the observance of law. It would, in 
séme particulars, benefit the saloon business. 
Doubling the license would force many of 
the 8,000 saloons to close their doors. It is 
hardly presumable that half of them would 
go out of business. If that were to happen 
the city would get no more revenue than it 
does now, but collection expenses would be 
decreased and saloons running without li- 
censes would be more quickly detected. If 
the number of licenses taken out were two- 
fifths less the city would get an increase of 
$800,000 in revenue, and as the city in- 
creased in population the revenues would 
grow. * 

The smaller the number of saloons the 
easier would it be for the police to keep an 
eye on them, especially on those which were 
the resorts of disreputable characters. It 
would be easier for the police to enforce the 
ordinances relating to the hours of closing, 
etc. The saloonkeepers would be less in- 
clined to violate them when the revocation 
of a license would be so much more expen- 
sive than it is now. 

That there would be less drunkenness and 
crime with a smaller number of dramshops 
will be admitted by all except those who 


sumption of alcoholic liquors. The man who 
wants a drink will go'‘after it and get it, no 
matter how remote the saloon may be, but 
many men are tempted to drink because 
wherever they go a saloon stares them in the 
face. 

If the number of saloons in Chicago were 


| reduced by 3,000 the expenses of carrying 


on the business would be greatly reduced. 
The rent of 3,000 barrooms would be saved. 
The services of 3,000 saloonkeepers, or bar- 
tenders, would no longer be needed. With 
operating expenses thus reduced the saloon 
business could stand with ease the higher 
license. ‘The brewers ought to welcome it. 
They would not find it necessary to compete 
so actively with one another in the estab- 
lishing of new and rival saloons as they do 
now. It is a kind of competition which is 


| bad for the brewers and the community. 


The municipal authorities, from the mayor 
down, complain of a lack of money. They 
can have more whenever they please. They 
have only to increase the saloon licenses, It 
will not be a revolutionary measure. It will 
excite little opposition. It will not make 
aldermen unpopular. It will enable the city 


/to employ more policemen and firemen, and 


it will diminish crime and misery. 


KILLING THE INCURABLE. 

Mrs. Maud Ballington Booth has written 
to a New York paper to deny that she has 
ever expressed herself jin favor of killing 
the incurably sick or injured. Some years 
ago she advised that each railroad train 
should carry a case of drugs and surgical in- 
struments, but for the purpose of saving 
life, not of destroying it. Perhaps the mis- 
take grew out of some indistinct recollec- 
tion of what she wrote on that earlier oc- 
casion;’ but it is a good thing to have her 
prompt denial of this later story. It is an- 
other illustration of the difficulty which 
the advocates of medical murder have in 
securing adherents. The proposition is 
an entirely different one from that of mak- 
ing the last moments of the incurable easy. 
Popular approval is with the use of all 
means to deaden pain in such cases. 

The news columns a day or two ago told 
of the case of a woman in the east who was 
suffering horribly from hydrophobia. Death 
was inevitable and near, but it was not 
hastened; the patient was placed under the 
influence of narcotics and the agony re- 
lieved by a sleep which lasted until the end 
came of itself. In two recent conspicuous 
cases in Chicago the same course was fol- 
lowed. Opiates were given to relieve pain 
even at the risk of clouding the intellect, but 
the physician shrank from assuming the 
‘ight to say when life should cease. 

If the principle were once admitted that 
the ineurable should be put to death a 
natural extension of the principle would 
carry it to the classes of the useless, the 
dependent, the aged, all criminals, the weak 
and the idle, It would not be long before 
existence would become a struggle of fac- 
tions each advocating the destruction of the 
others. It would be anarchy. 

But without following up the legitimate 
cutgrowth of the recognition of the prin- 
ciple of extermination and considering only 
the case presented, the extinction of the 
sick and the injured, it would be a loss to 
the world to have this take place.

DREARY THEATRICALS IN CHICAGO. 

Chicago has a good reputation as a“ show 
town.” Its theaters are crowded most of the 
time. It spends money liberally and is en- 
titled to the best. Does it getit? ‘There are 
only two serious plays being presented in 
the city. A fortnight ago there was not one. 
The newest and largest of the theaters in 
the city is given over entirely to vaudeville. 
At another theater a mixture of burnt cork 
minstrel fooling and extravaganza holds the 
boards. T'wo comic operas which were seen 
in Chicago years ago and have since been 
touring the country are at the Studebaker 
and the Grand. “ Just Out of College.” 
which had a brief and dubious career in 
New York, is thought good enough for Pow- 
ers’. “Trilby”’ is not a novelty. ‘ His 
Honor the Mayot” has had three names 
and no one knows why it has the present 
one. It is a pretty show and has one artist 
in the cast, but it has no plot and no signifi- 
cance. The La Salle has a special clientdle 
which it always pleases, but it never at- 
tempts drama. 

In the meantime in New York there are 
the burlesques and the extravaganzas, the 
comic operas and the variety shows, but 
there are also a dozen good plays for the 
theatergoer to choose among, besides a sea- 
son of grand opera which will continue for 
months, ‘“ The Music Master” is now in 
its second year. Perhaps its third year in 
America will see it brought to Chicago. 
Ethel Barrymore and her brothers are pre- 
senting two charming plays. Maude Adams 
is having a great success in “ Peter Pan.” 
Blanche Bates is pleasing in * ‘The Gir! of 
the Golden West,” and Robert Lorraine in 
**Man and Superman.” But the list of at- 
tractions is too long. It 1s out of proportion 
to the greater population of New York. 

Is it fair to the second city in the United 
States not to permit it to see plays until 
they have been warn threadbare, until every 
Chicagoan whom business or pleasure has 
taken to New York ha’ seen them there? 
There ought to be in Chicago at least one 
theater where plays of the first merit could 
be produced while they were still new. 
There ought to be one company capable of 
presenting plays while they are still run- 
ning in New York, especially such a play as 
“The Music Master,” or “ Péter Pan,” or 
* Pantaloon,” and “ Alice-Sit-by-the-Fire.” 
There is good support given the theaters 
of the city. Is that the reason why the 
managers think it is not necessary to bring 
better things here and bring them sooner? 
Is the public in Chicago too good natured 
or have the managers gauged its taste in- 
correctly ? 


UNION STATION ABOMINATION. 

The report of the Pennsylvania railroad 
for the year 1905 shows that the Union 
station in Chicago handled dtring the year 

1,702,839 pieces of baggage, an increase of 
58,339 over the previous year, and an aver- 
age of 4,665 pieces a day. At the same time 
the amount of mail handled increased to 360 
tons daily. The amount of baggage does 
not adequately represent the amount of 
passenger travel, because the suburban 
passengers do not often have baggage 
checked, but just as the figures stand they 
show how completely the roads using it have 
outgrown the wretched accommodations af- 
forded by the Union station. Built a.quar- 
ter of a century ago and inconvenient from 
the first the station is a disgrace te the city 
and to the roads which use it. 

Five lines use the station. Three, the 
Alton, the Burlington, and the Fort Wayne 
line of the Pennsylvania railroad enter from 
the south. Two, the Panhandle and the St. 
Paul, enter from the north. All these lines 
have some suburban trains, two of them 
have a large suburban business. The track- 
age is not sufficient and frequently trains 
are not ready until five minutes before their 
departure, and that is net seldom after the 
advertised time, because the train cannot 
enter the station. The waiting passengers 
are afraid to remain in the dingy malodorous 
waiting room upstairs for fear that their 
train will back in and pull out without 
them, and so they congregate in a crowded, 
drafty, smoky underground passageway, 
where there are not seats enough for half 
the,number of people. The baggage room 
is inconvenient, the dining room is small and 
dismal, ‘ 


in short the outgoing traveler is 
treated in such a way that as far as pos- 
sible he chooses another and competing 
route next time. 

The incoming traveler is treated no bet- 
ter. His train, if coming from the south, 
is likely to be delnyed in the yards and 
then to dump him at Jackson or Van Buren 
street with a long walk on dangerous trac ks 
before he reaches the station. The trains 
from the north fare a little better, but even 
there vexatious delays occur, and the exit 
is not pleasant to the timid, even if it is 
not as dangerous as it seems. A stranger 
coming to Chicago receives a bad impression 
to begin with, and the Chicagoan feels 
ashamed of his city when he contrasts the 
station with-the one he has left in almost 
any other large town. 

It is true that the Pennsylvania road is 
spending large sums in other cities to im- 
prove terminal facilities, but that does not 
excuse it for neglecting a city which gives it 
so much business as Chicago. Besides the 
Pennsylvania is only one of four roads 
which use the station, and the others have 
not the same excuse. The present build- 
ing isan abomination. It is an insult tothe 
city. It is not a good business proposition. 
There can be no other reason for ifs exist- 
ence than the incapacity of the railroad 
management. If something is not done soon 
the “* Union ” station ought to be condemned 
by the city as a nuisance and a danger. 


ESTHETICS AND ANZSTHETICS. 

The statue of Christopher Columbus 
which once disfigured the lake front is gone. 
There was no aching void left by its de- 
parture. The grass grew greenly in the 
summer time and the lake ‘breeze besprin- 
kled it with black cinder dust as before.

Perhaps in some sequestered 
nook of one of the larger parks, stripped of 
its monumental character, without inscrip- 
tion, as a big stone and nothing more, it 
might delight the children, to whom big 
stones are novelties. But where it is, itis an 
eyesore, an impertinence, a nuisance. The 
soener it goes the better.

DENEEN’S APPOINTMENTS. 

Gov. Deneen has chosen to make his ap- 
peal directly to the people. He believes 
that if he has them with him he will have 
the politicians too. «The appointments he 
has made thus far prove that he means to 


‘fulfill the promises he made before-the elec- 


tion; that he intends to put men of the high- 
est character in charge ofthe state institu- 
tions and to enforce the theory of nonpar- 
tisan eivil service in letter and _in spirit. 

If the governor shall continue to make 
appointments of this nature the politicians 
will soon begin to murmur, while thé people 
will applaud. With a fair primary system 
and a good cause the governor may trust 
the people for an indorsement of his policy. 
The politicians will not be long in getting 
behind him. They are well aware that 


eventually strength will always lie where 


the votes come from, and that it is mueh 
easier to carry a popular man through at 
the primaries than one whd@ has no distin- 
guishing qualification except his desire to 
get at the spoils. 

The three governors of Lllinois preceding 
Mr. Deneen made the mistake of believing 
that the way to compass, reélection was to 
distribute the offices without reference to 
merit among the bosses and then depend 
upon the bosses to carry the primaries for 
them. But the policy always caused a re- 
volt. The spoils themselves became a cause 
of contention and weakness. The bosses 
wrangled over them like dogs snarling over 
so many bones. It was-impossible to find 
bones enough to go around and satisfy the 
appetites of these hungry packs. 

Spoils in the long run are always a source 
of weakness. They are for the federal ad- 
ministration in this city today. If men had 
been appointed to the various federal offices, 
judicial and administrative, in Chicago and 
Cook county merely upon merit, without 
reference to senatorial “* pull,’’ the adminis- 
tration and the Illinois senators would have 
been stronger before the people than they 
are today. 

Compare the federal appointments gener- 
ally throughout the state with those now 
being made by Gov. Deneen, those resting 
solely upon political favoritism and those 
upon merit. We do not hesitate to say that 
so far as Goy. Deneen has gone his appoint- 
ments are infinitely superior to the federal 
ones, which are not such as would result 
from any strict application of civil service 
principles, nor any system of examinations 
or promotions known to civil service laws, 

The federal appointments are not made 
upon merit but upon * pull.” Like all such 
appointments, they are inferior to what they 
should be and to what they will be under a 
high conception of public obligation.

NE of the marked hisaiteetihls. of the Anglo- 
American governmental system has been the 
subjection of executive discretion to judicial 
control. The tendency of late years, as evi- 
denced by the decisions of the Supreme court 
of the United States and those of many of the 
state courts, has been, however, toward recog- 
nizing greater independence in executive and 
administrative officers. 

This tendency is evidenced in a marked man- 
ner in the recent decision of the United States 
Supreme court recognizing the constitutionality 
of the: act of congress which makes final the 
determinations of administrative officers with 
regard to the circumstances justifying the de-

~ While it seems a pity that the magnetic force thus stored up by the 
arth is allowed daily to go to waste, no practical means of making use 
of ithas yet been suggested. Delezenne showed, indeed, some time ago, 
~ that if a wire coiled round a wooden frame be suitably placed with. re- 
+ goed to the earth’s magnetic field and then quickly rotated, a steady and 
comparatively powerful electric current is set up in the wire. Unfor- 
-. tunately, with the sources of energy at present at our disposal, it. takes 
as much work to rotate the coil as could produce the same amount éf 
_ dectricity by other means, 

Hence, this means of converting the earth’s magnetism into elec- 
tricity has never entered into practica] use. Yet, if an inexpensive means

The questions naturally arise: Why is it that our law shows this 
tendency to depart from the fundamental principles upon which it for- 
merly was based? Why is it that our law seems to tend to approach 
the law of continental Europe, with which it hag always been our 
pride that our institutions were inconsistent? 

The answer to these questions must be that the economic and social 
conditions, for the regulation of which our original law was framed, 
have been subjected to most important,and far reaching influences, 
As a result of these influences our life has been transformed from a 
comparatively simple rural and agricultural life into a complex, urban, 
and industrial life. 

Under the former conditions great reliance safely could be placed 
in individual effort, and little resort had to be had to social con- 
trol. At the present day—the day of the industrial combination, 
the factory system, and the great city—individual effort is a weak staff 
apon which to lean if we are to expect that progress which in our 
minds is associated with the highest degree of civilization. Individual

machine might easily be used as a source of electricity for the produc- 
tion of, say, light. 

‘On the whole, then, we shall probably have to wait, before making 
practical use of the earth’s magnetism, for some means of utilizing the 
huge store of energy stored up, as has before been said here, within the 
chemical atom. Such a forecast may seem to be visionary, but on the 
other hand, and with the recent instance of the discovery of radium be- 
fore our eyes, we-may not have to wait long. 

Proof of the fact that the earth is a huge magnet is abundant. It 
is known that a wire garrying an electric current will cause the deflec- 
tion of a compass needle placed parallel to it, on which principle, indeed, 
the electric telegraph is operated; and it is also known that a current can 
be induced in a coiled wire by thrusting a magnet within its coils. 
Plainly, therefore, if the earth is a magnet it should be able to induce a 
current in a coiled wire moving in the proper direction on its surface. 
One has, then, only to coil a wire a sufficient number of times round a 
glass tube, with the wire’s free ends so placed that they inclose a com- 
pass, to arrange the tube in the plane of the magnetic meridian, and 
then suddenly to reverse its ends. ‘When this is done the compass needle 
will be deflected as readily as if a permanent magnet had been thrust 
within the tube. 

The establishment of the fact, however, does not take us far 
towards its explanation. That the rotation of the earth has something to 
do with it is a likely guess, but at first sight this conclusion seems nega- 
tived by the fact that the magnetic north, or point to which the compass 
needle strains, is seldom the extremity of the earth’s axis, At the pres- 
ent moment the magnetic north is about 1,000 miles to the west of the 
actual pole, and although the distance between them is gradually lessen- 


effort must make way for social control. . 

Now if social control is to be effective large play must be given 
to administrative discretion, and the sphere of judicial contro] over 
that discretion must be narrowed. With our present knowledge of the 
deleterious effects of bacteria, for example, it is futile to expect us, 
in the crowded conditions of modern cities, to recognize in the. indi- 
vidual so_wide an immunity from governmental contro] as we formerly 
assigned to him when we were a more distinctly rural people. Know- 
ing as we do at the present time that in many instances immediate 
action is the only safe action, it would be absurd for us to subject 
the actions of our administrative officers to an ever present and widely 
extended judicial control. 

For these reasons the extension of the sphere of executive discre- 
tion, which is so noticeable to the student of our administrative law, 
is not to be deplored as a departure from the faith of our fathers. On 
the contrary it is to be accepted as an evidence that we are conscious 
of the change that has come over American social conditions and are 
striving to bring our law into harmony therewith. 

At the same time, however, we must remember that the extension 


ing, there is still a period of seventy-two years to run before the two 
points will actually coincide. The last time that they did so was in 
1657, so that the whole cycle occupies about 320 years: The cause of 
this variation is not known, but there is also an annua! variation, which 
seems to be due to the movement of the earth round the sun, thanks to 
which the magnetic north is farther away from the true north. 

It is not surprising that many physicists should have looked out- 
side the earth for an explanation of the earth's magnetism, and many 
ingenious theories on the subject bave been ventilated. Of these the 
latest is, perhaps, that of M. Nordmann. He finds such a close corre- 


spondence between magnetic variation and the sun as to’argue an in- | 
timate connection, but this can hardly be due tony direct magnetic 


fnfluence proceeding from the sun. All magnetic phenomena disappear 
if a magnet be made red hot, and all that we know of the sun’s tempera- 
ture points to a heat so vastly superior to this that, if the sun were— 
which it is not—a mass of glowing magnetic iron ore, it cbuld emit no 
magnetic force. But M. Nordmann thinks that the case may be differ- 
ent with Hertzian waves, which he gssumes to emanate from the sun. 
One of the peculiar properties of these waves is to render a rarefied 
gas a good conductor of electricity, and M. Nordmann thinks that the 
solar waves may have this effect on the higher layers of our atmosphere, 
and thus allow free passage to any electric currents set up on the 
earth which are accompanied, as are all electric currents, by a magnetic 
field at right angles to them. If this were the case one might expect 
the directive force of the earth’s magnetism to vary with the amount 
of sunlight, and any disturbance of the sun’s light giving surface, such 
as is produced by sun spots, to have a corresponding effect upon the 
compass needle,

There remains, however, a theory which, whether the existence of 

Hertzian waves from the sun be admitted or not, seems to take satix- 
factory account of all the factors in the problem. This is the hypothesis 
tentatively put forward by Prof. Silvanus Thompson that the cause 
of the earth’s magnetism must be sought for in the currents of heated 
air which the nearness of the equator to the sun causes to ascend from 
the tropics. These upward streams of air are positively electrified, and 
travel northward and southward to the colder regions of the poles, 
where they again touch earth. But, as the earth continues to rotate 
meanwhile, and these air currents partake of its motion for some time, 
it follows that they practically form spirals round the earth, the cénier 
of which will coincide more or less with its polar axis, Now, a spira: 
electric current or whirlpool behaves in all re- 
spects exactly like a magnet, as can be proved 
by putting slips of two dissimilar metals, such 
as zinc and copper, through a piece of cork, 
connecting them by a coiled wire, and setting 
them afloat in a basin of acidulated water. 
Moreover, one of the most effective ways of 
making a permanent magnet is to coil round a 
steel bar or a spiral or solenoid of copper wire, 
and to send through this Jast an electric current, 
while soft iron ts renderéd temporarily magnetic 
by the same process. Most of us feel, therefore, 
that we have no occasion to look beyond these 
air currents of the tropics for the explanation of 
the fact that the earth is a magnet.

LOAN MARKET IS DISTURBED. 


Dear Money in the East Has Diverted 
Supply of Mortgage Loan Funds—

business to a method and make no mis- 

takes. Honesty—that is, strict, unyield- 

ing honesty—must be discarded, and in 

its stead the successful man must havea 
pliable code of morals. 

To be dishonest is easy, but to be dishonest 
and “get away with it” is entirely another 
matter. No successful business man would 
hesitate to lie if it would aid him, but the 
trouble is that if a merchant begins to lie 
he must deceive all, and to do that he runs a 
grave risk of being caught. Detection ina 
downright falsehood in business with no 
means of escape is a dangerous thing, yet 
it is a\peril which all dishonest business men 
—{, e., practically all business men—must face 
if they desire big success. 

Perhaps. the average business man tells on 
an average ten downright lies to ten different 
men each day he engages in his business, 
Out of these perhaps eight can be escaped 
even if he is caught in the lie by skillful 
equivocation, and all business men who lie 
must be skilled in equivocating. 

I have known businesses practically ruined 
because the head was not a skilled liar and 
forgot what lie he had told until trapped 
so firmly there was no escape. 


* » 
Uses System in Lying. 

One of the most successful business men 
in the central west, who also is a conscience- 
lese liar in business hours, owes his success 
to the fact that he systematized his lying. 
Ordinarily his memory is extremely bad, so 
bad he even forgets on what subject he was 
talking with certain men. ) 

This man embarked in the real estate and 
insurance busines# with brilliant prospects. 
Now, real estate and insurance is one of the 
favorite fiel@s for really competent and 
skille@ liars, perhaps even better than the 
law for men of ordinary education. Every 
man ip this business must be a liar unless 
he is rich and prominent enough to employ 
other men to lie for him. Most of the lies, 
of course, are those of omission, but the 
real estate man, to make any sale, must re- 
sort to deceit, either positive or negative. 
He must either lie deliberately about the 
merits of the land or the house, or he must 
withhold certain information from the pros- 
pective purchaser. Purchasers of houses 
and lots, especially in cities, realize this 
truth and always are on the lookout to catch 
the salesman in some trap. It is a game of 
matching wits. 

This man whom I knew was an extremely 
good salesman and a success after he em- 
barked in business for himself, and he owes 
practically all his success and his present 
wealth to his “ Lie Book.”

Record Saves Him Being Caught. 

The “Lie Book” is simply a small_red 
morocco covered pocketbook of 100 pages, 
with two or more pages for each letter of the 
alphabet.

In con- 
sideration of these facts she was willing to 
take $100 for the store and two months’ rent. 
I only had $80 in the world then, and told 
the woman so. She said: ‘“ You can have it 
for $80 if you will close the deal at once.” 
As I knew when my golden opportunity 
was at hand I closed the deal then and there, 
and I went into that little shop without know- 
ing a yard of trimming from a wire frame, 
But I nerved myself to do or die, and I dis- 
covered that a woman may do this and be 
successful just as well as any man.

Fights to Learn Business. 


This was in September. The busy season 
starts in the millinery retail business in Octo- 
ber. So I had a little less than a month to 
learn my “trade” and get ready for my 
rush season. I never had been particularly 
strong on self-confidence and reliance until 
this time. But now when I was left to my 
own resources entirely I knew tpat it was 
swim or sink, make good or go Dack to the 
city office and the small rooms, and I bit my 
lips and determined I would make good. 

How I ever got through that first season I 
do not know. I know I worked at random 
in making up my goods, relying on my inborn 
good taste and judgment of color more than 
upon my superficial acqugintance with the 
trade. Of course I had, in common with 
most girls, trimmed and made over hats for 
myself, and this helped me a wholelot. Lac- 
complished work that was fairly satisfactory, 
but I was, of course, dreadfully slow. Inthe 
height of the season I was forced to send toa 
Chicago millinery house foratrimmer. She 
came at $20 a week. Imagineit! HereI was 
paying $20 a week salary and paying $l4a 
month rent less than six months after 
I had been working for $6 a week myself. 
The trimmer’s salary took most of my profits

for the fal] season, but from her I learned 
much of the trade, and besides I lived and 
supported my brother, whom I had taken to 
live with me, so I was well satisfied. 

During the winter there was little for mete 
do, and In this spare time I did all I could to 
perfect myself in my business. In February — 
I made my first trip to the city to buy @ 
spring stock. The salesmen of the big firm 
where I went were used. to inexperienced 
buyers, and they helped me makea selection, 
The selection proved a fortunate one.. I sold 
every hat that I purchased, and often my 
profit was a hundred per cent. I counted up 
at the endof the spring season and I had alj 
my debts paid and a better stock than the one 
purchased in the beginning. 

Of course this ha4 not been reached without 
struggies. Sometimes. there were days when 
1 saw only defeat before me, when it looked 
as if I must give up my business and go back 
to the city. But someho w or otner the hright® 
spots managed to come more frequently than 
the dark ones, and, on the whole, I worked 
less and had more time for relaxation than 
when inthecity. And@I enjoyed life a thow 
sand times moré. 

It is useless for me to describe the feeling 
of satisfaction that arose in my heart when 
finally, at the end of three years, I looked 
over my bright new store filled with a goog 
stock and felt my bank book with a $800 bale 
ance in my pocket. I was free, independent! 
I fairly shouted for happiness when I realised 
how free and independent I really was. It 
had pald me to take a chance and risk my 
money, it had *pai@ me a hundred folé, f£

Of alPthe peo- 
ple who play foolish, the tramp, the fellow 
who wants to live without working, and who 
relies on what he can beg or steal to see hin? 
through isthe ANo.lsuckerofthemall He 
is a mark with a big “M."’ Sometimes it 
takes him quite a while to find this out. 
Sometimes he goes along for months and

even years without discovering what a. 


sucker he is. But he always does discover it, 
and then, if he hasn’t got any way of getting 
out of it, the best and luckiest thing that can 
happen to him is to have the braky kick 
him on the fingers when he is holding on to 
the brake rod to keep himself from going 
under the wheels. Then he dies in a hurry, 
and that’s why he’s lucky. 

When I was 20 years old I got it into my 
head that it would be a fine thing to see the 
world, and to get away from\.ihe job I was 
working at in the city.

“* Got to keep moving,” he said. “ You can’t 
stop long in one place unless you go to work.

Down here they don’t feed you good either, 
go the true system is to keep moving.” Keep 
moving! That’s just ‘what the hobo has got 
to do all the time. He isn’t allowed to stop 
any place. He’s an outcast, a yellow dog. 
He’s like a man with the smallpox, nobody 
wants him, everybody gives h..-- the boot to 
get out of their neighborhood.

We caught another freight train that night, 
found an empty box car, and crawled in.

I became a smoother hobo after this. I 
had learned the great lesson that every 
hobo soon learns. I knew that every man’s 
hand was raised against me, and mine was 
against the world. I didn’t go to sleep with 
any money in my pockets after this unless I 
was alone. This did not force me to stay 
awake very much. I never got over $38 
together again. 

For two years after this I bummed around 
through the central states. Sometimes I 
went as far west as Denver; sometimes as 
far east as Pittsburg. I saw the world for 
further orders. There are few sections of 
the central part of this country that I have 
not panhandled through. I saw all that [ 
wanted to see—from a back door, yellow dog 
point of view, and the life that I led during 
this time was enough to make @ yellow dog 
tired of life. 

It takes at least two meals a day to satis- 
fy a man’s hunger when he walks and 
moves around in the open-air, and it takes 
a lot of luck and a lot of hard luck for a 
hobo to land two full meals each and every 
day in the year. For two years I seldom 
knew what it was to have fully enough to 
eat, and most of the time I was hungry.

Hard Work All the Time. 
Ané work—well, I worked just as hard as 
I ever worked in my life during these two 
years, if it is a sign of hard work to be tired 


all the time. I tired myself out justasmuch 


astheaveragelaborer. | 
But I didn’t get the 
pay that a laborer 
gets. 

Probably half of the 
meais I got were se 
cured by outright beg- 
ging. The other half 
were secured by work- 
ing for them in some 
way or other, and I have calculated that 
if IT had been paid in money at ordinary 
wages for the amount of work I did, I would 
have received the value of the meals given me 
twenty times over. For instance, I would 
work three hours forsomeoneforameal At 
only 15 cents an hour my work would be 
worth 45 cents. In pay for it I would receive 
a cup of coffee, a couple of slices of bread and 
butter, possibly some scraps of leftover meat, 
the total value of which was seldom over§ 
cents. Sometimes I walked a mile and 
begged a meal at some farmhouse. Wher 
the weather is cold it is worth more than 3 
cents to walk a mile over country roads.. 

Other times I panhandled in the smatiler 
cities. Here I ran the chance of getting ar- 
rested or hit over the head with a broom. If 
I got pinched I stood a chance of doing sixty 
days on thestone pile. I have done this often 
for trying to get a meal fornothing. If! hap- 
pened to run up against somebody who hada 
hatred for tramps I stood a chance of going 
to the hospital.

Wood Chopping Gag a Winner. 


One of the safest and best gags that I ever 
worked for meals was the wood chopping 
gag. This takes two tramps and oneax. The 
first fellow goes to the house marked for @ 


- meal and gets a job chopping wood. He 


brings the ax to show that he is right. Al- 
most anybody will let a fellow chop wood for 
one meal. Few housekeepers want a tramp 
for more than one meal, however. 

Maybe the firt tramp gets a meal before 
he starts to work. Then he only worksa few 
minutes and departs, leaving the ax behind. 
If he does not get his meal first he gets sick 
after having worked hard for a few minutes. 
I never knew a woman yet who wouldn't 
hurry to feed a tramp who had made him- 
self sick working on an empty stomech. 
Then the tramp flits away. :

HouseKeeper Worked for Two Meals, 


The second tramp comes along about as 
hour afterwards, steps in and gets a job, and 
when he has earned his meal he carries the 
ax away with him. The bright trick about 
this gag lies in the fact that the housekeeper 
is worked for two meals. But the trampsali- 
ways pay for their meals with the work they 
do, and in most cases they earn twice as much 
as they get. 

In company with another tramp I worked 
my way through the southern part of Wis- 
consin on this ax gag. At the end I sat down 
and figured that if I had been working at the 
lowest wages ever paid a woodchopper I 
would have earned $100 in cash above my 
board instead of merely managing to liveina 
half starved condition. 


Grows Sick of the Life. 


At the end of two years of hoboing I was 
so sick of seeing the world that I believe [ 
would have committed suicide if I had been 
doomed to follow it for another year. I was 
tired of sneaking around the back door of 
the world, living on back door grub, and con- 
stantly afraid of being kicked, chased, or 
arrested. I had discovered what a large 
sized sucker the hobo is. I had discovered 
that the easy lie of the road isa fable, 
and that the life is fuil of hardships and poor 
food. [I did not like my job back in the city. 
but at the end of two years I would have 
taken it and signed a contract to work at it 
for ioe rest of my natural life just for tne 
privilege of being somebody decent. I went 
to the nearest big town and got a job heip- 
ing a sign painter. I have been at it four 
years now. I make $12 4 week. I work 
haré and long. The town is dead and mo- 
notonous, and I don’t see much of the world 
in it. But, say, you couldn't get me to go 
back on the road as a hobo for a regular 
salary.of $100 a month. 


P Where Shall I Put Savings? Problem for Young 


HEN a young man on a salary has 
rounded out hig first $500 savings 
he is more likely than at any other 
time in his life to turn sharply to 
the idea of investing it. He will 

have heard and read of fortunes based on far 
smaller sums. Advertisements, small and 
large, in the daily papers will be reminders 
at all times that he has embryo fortune 
within his grasp. Millionaire stock jobbers 
will be ‘searching him out through the ex- 
ploiting of finan¢ial ventures. The grocery 
clerk who may be tired of working for am 
employer may be seeking him through the 
“ Partner Wanted ” column of the small ads. 

“ What ought I to do with my money?” 
in this manner becomes an insistent query, 
of the young man in just the proportion that 
he has imagination and the business instinct. 

To this question, too, this young man can 
get more diverging answers and experience 
more conflicting advice, perhaps, than to any 
other query which he might put toa distinct- 
ly interested world. And some of the reasons 
for these views arise honestly out of the en- 
vironment of the sige: of the $500.

What Is a Good Investment? 

One of the first questions to be asked of 
this young man is, *“ What do you consider 
‘@ good investment for your money?” 

Strictly speaking, an investment, as it is 
considered by the business world, takes into 
consideration the earning capacity of the 
property or the financial investment, the se- * 
curity of the investment, the prospect of in- 
crease in the value of the investment, and, 
lastly, the coneideration of accumulated and 
undivided profits in the business. 

In all of these things the investor nas al- 
most unlimited scope for the exercise of his 
individual judgment. It is an individual 
matter at the last. One man, for instance, 
may attach so much importance to the se- 
ewrity of his money that finally he goes into 
the market and purchases a $500 government 
bond drawing only 2 per cent interest. 

In another individual, where the specula- 
tive tendency is strong and the temperament 
of the individual is optimistic, the mere 
chances for the investment’s growth in value 
may be the investor’s motive. He risks his 
judgment of the future against the element 
of security, against present earning capaci- 
ties of other opportunities,and, regardless 
of the undivided profits of the business, 
. which may be paying a small present profit 
in favor of some ‘future dividends. 

Naturally ‘the strongest incentive to the 
young. than who has money to invest is this

ANY worse ‘things can happen to a 
man than being forced to start in 
itffe without an education of the kind 
gained in schools. A high school or 
college training is to be desired, and 

the fortunate possessor of such can be a 
better farmer, merchant, statesman, or 
_ laborer, but a school education is not always 
essential to a man’s success in life. On the 
contrary, the lack of an education and 
knowledge of the handicap such a lack neces- 
sarily imposes will often spur a man to 
greater efforts than he would otherwise put 
forth, and, if not afraid to work, he distances 
the college man inthe race. Such cases are 
by no means uncommon. They go to prove 
' that if a man is worthy of success he gen-

How to Figure Investment. 

Flow does it do so? In answering the ques- 
tion there must be the first proposition that 
it truly ts a good business venture; other- 
wise it is the promoter’s fairy story that 
thousand 
miles. Coming true, however, there is the 
first demonstration that the investment of 
the $500 was a good business venture. The 
need of the bank, or factory, or mercantile 
house, or railroad, or whatever it is has 
been demonstrated; its management so far 
has been tested and found good; perhaps new 
and unexpected fields of operation have 
opened; some portion of each year’s profits 
may be set aside to an account un- 
divided profits or surplus; altogether. the 
chance for further enhancement of invest- 
ment values is still bright. 

The aggregate of all these things appeal- 
ing to the speoulative spirit in addition to 
the facts already appearing in figures makes 
this first $500 investment worth $1,500 to 
the young man who took the risks in the 
beginning. In their material bearing these 
influences may show in_detail: First, that 
the investment is paying its net 5 per cent 
a year on $1,000; that the proportionate un- 
divided profits may add $150 to this sum; 
that the chance of increase in: the invest- 
ment’s life and opportunity is worth $200 
at the least, and finally that in the sense 
of its security the investment is worth 
another $150—a. total of $1,500 as the mar- 
ket value of the young man’s first $500. 

It must be admitted, however, that this 
is an wnusually pretty fairy story that comes 
true. One of the greatest reagons for this 
ls that long before the average young man 
with his first $500 has a chance even to read 
the story and ponder it some older man who 
has thousands to his pennies has read the 
manuscript and bought up the copyrights. 

As an example of this, and yet as showing 
how poorly the old bookworm in the business 
fairy story volumes reads and judges, there 
is the failure of a certain national bank in 
Chicago a short time ago. In this bank, 
which had $1,000,000 capital and $1,000,000 
of surplus, an original $500 investment had 
grown to a market value of $1,925 just be-

fore the collapse of the whole structure. On 
the interest face of this proposition alone 
this $500 worth of original stock was worth 
$1,500, for the reason that {he bank had been 
declaring dividends of 15 percent. The other 
$425 had been added to the sum because of 
the anticipated life of the investment, its 
security, and the chances of the investment’s 
growing still more tn value. And some of 
the best business men in Chicago were be- 
lieving this up to the moment of the failure! 

Five per cent income from an investment 
which takes none of the investor's time and 
attention is something to make the man 
with money sit up and “ take notice,” using” 
the slang phrase. Secu®ity, a long tenure 
of life for the investment, and whatever 
else may promise additional returns jn any 
form.above the 5 per cent net are considera- 
tions that are worth money. But in many 
such propositions the element of chance 
enters strongly. It may be said that the one 
element of security appeale more widely to 
the investor than does any other one con- 
sideration in the investment of money. It 
is the sense of security, largely, which makes 
possible the sale of a government bond at 
2 per cent interest when the strongest sav- 
ings banks in America will pay 8 per cent, 
with the interest compounded semi-annually. 
Incidentally, the fact that a government 
bond ig not subject to taxation serves to 
make it desirable, but the margin of safety 
between the United States bond at 2 per cent 


and the Japanese bond at 6 per cent kept mil- 


lions of money at home in the Japanese war 
loans.

Dangers of investment Field. 

Taking this lesson from the experienced 
capitalist, the young man with his first $500

shining examples that are held up to him 
showing how stocks that originally sold at 
17 cents on the dollar rose to fabuloug multi- 
plications of the original investments—all 
of these are in the fairy story literature of 
business. In this class of investment the 
emall investor is asked only to invest his 
$500 in the fairy story, after which-all 
things being equal—the publishing company 
will try to make it “* come true.”

but natural that Brown should purchase an 
acre or two of ground in the little town, and 
afterwards build a house thereon.

The owners, who 
lived in another city, immediately turned to 
Brown as the man for the place. It would 
mean a salary four times the one he was 
getting, and an immediate jump to influence 
in the business world, to say nothing of the 
rosy chances forthe future. It was an honor 
such as the man never dreamed of. Great 


was Brown's dismay, then, when he found, . 


after looking into the situation thoroughly, 
that he could not undertake the position be- 
cause he did not know enough. A knowl- 
edge of bookkeeping had been denied him, 
and while he knew much about lumber he 
could not be manager of the yard without 
knowing how to direct the accounts of the 
fast growing concern.

Brown consented this time, though not with- 
out misgivings. Then for two years ensued 
an experience most bitter and strenuous, 
At the head of a business having gross sales 
of many thousands of dollars, he was forced 
into contact with problems too large for 
him every day. Study and toil of the most 
fanciful kind brought their reward. 

All the money Brown could save, aside 
from his frugal living expenses, went into 
the stock of the corporation by which he 
was employed. All this time he had gained 
such a reputation for fair dealing that he 
distanced all his competitors for miles 
around, and his lumber business became one 
of the solid institutione of the state. He 
increased in wealth, as well as knowledge. 

One day the president of the lumber com- 
pany went to the Kansas town to make his 
annual invoice.

Learns as He Wins Way. 

Brown took the trip, because he neede¢ it. 
He was cultured enough, too, to appreciate 
and learn from it to the limit. When Brown 
came back he found the position of general 
manager of the company awaiting him, at a 
saiary of $10,000 a year. This position he 
holds today. His company has fifteen yards 
in Kansas, one or two in Iowa, several more 
in Minnesota, as well as sawmills. Brown 
keeps his residence in the ansas town 
where twenty-five years ago/he started as 
@ coal miner. 

If Brown could have started out with a 
college education, or even less, he might have 
attained to his present position ten years 
sooner. But his is a fairly decent record for 
a man who became a voter, knowing practi- 
cally nothing. All of which goes to prove 
that if a person has the “ stuff ’’ in him, fail- 
ure to get an education cannot keep him 
down.

Floorwalker’s 


ITH the newspaper reporter and 

thé city detective, the floorwalker 

in a large department store—or. as 

he is now known, the “ floor man- 

ager "’—occupies an erroneous posi- 

tion in the public’s estimate of his duties. 

Partly through a superficial observation and 

partly through the work of the joke writer 

the public is under the impression that the 

floorwalker fills a position on the same plane 

as that of the head waiter in a ‘!arge café 

or restaurant, and that the great bulk of his 

work lies in directing customers to the va- 
rious departments of the store. 

A few years ago this impression was true, 

or at least nearer to the truth than itis now. 

The floorwalker of the past was much akin 


-to’ what the public considers the floorwalker 


of the present day. He was then literally a 
“floorwalker.” He walked about in the 
aisles of the stores, elapped his hands, and 
told customers that the hardware depart- 
ment was in ‘the basement and the boys’ 
clothing on the fifth floor. His greatest 
qualification was a knowledge of the store’s 
departments and of the goods sold in each 
department; his most important function 
that of a living directory of the store. 
" * a 


Duties Now Extremely Important. 

This is all changed . The floorwalker of old 
has gone the way of many others in the bus!l- 
ness world, and in his place is the floor man- 
ager, a quiet, efficient man whose duties are 
of such nature as to necessitate that he be a 
well trained business man and who has little 
of the appearance and none of the manner- 
isms of his predecessor. Instead of “ travel- 
ing a beat’’ on the store floor, the present 
floorwalker is assigned to cne department 
and confines his efforts exclusively to it. 
Instead of spending the greater part of his 
time directing customers the greater part of 
his duties now lies in watching the details and 
attending to the business management of the 
department. He still moves about and di- 
rects customers, but this is only an incident 
to his position, and he is paid for his ability 
to conduct his department in a manner sa‘- 
isfactory to the superintendent of the store. 

A floor manager in a large department store 
has at least three separate and distinct lines 
of duties. First of ail ‘here are the stock and 
its appearance and the general tone of his 
department to keep aneyeon. The floor man- 
ager must know the walue of the goods in his 
department as well as the owner ofa smail 
store must know the value of the gocds that 
he is selling. He must arrange these goods 
in the best manner possible, see that they are 
kept in order, and that no slovenly handling 
of stock is indulged in by the salespeople. 
In furthering the good appearance of his part 
of the store he must regulate the appearance 
of the help under him. Most of the large 
stores have rules of dress for their employés. 
Tle floorman sees that these rules are fol- 
lowed to the letter.

In all 
ways he must keep the work of selling the 
department’s goods going on just as the store 
requires. Third, and not least in its require- 
ments, he must help customers in his depart- 
ment to find the goods they want, see that 
they are waited on as promptly as his force 
of salespeople permits, mollify the angry or 
dissatisnhed, ard strive to have each and 
every patron leave his department with a 
good impression of the store, 
+o * 
Must Be “High Class Man.”’ 


The arrangement of a department, its ap- 
pearance, the help, the treatment of cus- 
tomers, the stock, and the business detail, 
all these the floor manager !s directly re- 
sponsible for. In short, he represents the 
superintendent’; office on the floor. To fill 
this position satisfactorily requires a man of 
rnany qualities. He must be a “ high class 
man’’ in the business sense of the phrase. 
Primarily. of course, he must be familiar 
with the business of merchandising. Follow- 
irg along this l'‘ne many stores secure some 
of their best foorwalkers from the ranks of 
merchants who have owned stores of their 
own, and who, for some reason which does 
not detract from their value as business men, 
have failed. Such men usually have the ex- 
perience, the executive ability, the tact, and 


ability for handling help necessary to the, 


making of a good floorwalker. 

The only question regarding their availa- 
bility is: Can they adapt themselves to the 
methods and work before them? In 
many cases this question is answered in the 
negative. The man who was efficient as the 
manager of a small store is lost when face to 
face with the problem of adapting himself to 
the large store’s way of doing business. 
Each store has its own system, or rather 
eystems, and the floorwalker must compre- 
hend thoroughly and be in sympathy with 
these systems ii he is to be a success. The 
floor manager who is developed in the store 
in which he is employed is the one desired 
by all store superintendents, but he is not 
always to be had. Not more than 10 per 
cent of them come from the ranks of the 
store salesmen, and the salesmen have the 
best opportunities to develop into the posi- 
tion. ~° 

Why more do not develop is hardly explica- 
ble, save in that the department store sales- 
man is prone to shift to other occupations at

Again, the salesman 
who stands behind a counter for several 
years is apt to lose the initiative and aggres- 
sion necessary in even the smallest executive 
position. He becomes a machine, so the de- 
partment store superintendents look princi- 
pally to the outside for their supply of floor- 
walkers, 
. * 


Grasp on Detail Necessary. 

In addition to his ability as an overseer 
and an executor the floorwdlker must have 
an ability for grasping detail. The running 
of a department in a big store is a matter of 
considerable complication. While it is the 
departmental buyer who Is responsible for 
the securing and pricing of the stock, his 
field of activity ends practically when the 
woods are on the shelves or in the cases 
ready for sale. From then the stock is in 
charge of the floorwalker. It is under his. 
eye that it is sold, and it is his brain that 
carries the responsibility of the ¢. tail work 
of the department. With the institution of 
charge accountg-and C. O. D.s his duties have 
been multiplied until now he has as many 
responsibilities on his mind as the average 
worker of the higher grades. The large 
store is practically a congregation of many 
small stores under one roof and one man- 
agement, and each floor manager is in direct 
charge of one of these subdivisions of the 
complete enterprise. 

For the proper conduct of his space he is 
directly responsible to the store’s superin- 
tendent. If anything goes wrong in any 
way in the department the floorwalker hears 
from the superintendent without delay. For 
instance, each day part of the routine work 
of the superintendent is to examine the goods 
found in the sweepings of the night before. 
If any new goods are found he promptly 
sends word to the floorwaiker. Less than 
half a dozen words pass between them, but 
the floorwalker knows that he is expected 
to stop the occurrence of such things in his 
department. This is only one of a multitude 
of things for which he is responsible. 


* . 
Pay Low but Chances Good. 

The pay of the floorwalker runs from $20 
to $25 a week. This is not high pay, con- 
sidering the importance of his position, bute 
he has endless opportunities for advancing 
himself. In every store there are buyers and 
department heads by the dozen who have 
been promoted from the floor. The oppor- 
tunities for displaying inefficiency or effi- 
ciency are so numerous that it is not long 
before the capable man is making himself 
evident, and his reward comes accordingly. 
The average number of floorwalkers in the 
large stores run from fifty tc seventy-five. 
In some stores where aisle managers are em- 
ployed the number is higher. There is sel- 
dom an oversupply of floorwalkers, and the 
experienced and reliable man is practically 
sure of having steady employment the year 
around.

Torres Quevedo, a distinguished Spanish | 


engineer, who has been ex- 
perimenting successfully 
Vessels with an apparatus for the 
rom control of distant electric 
, Land. power by means of wireless 
telegraphy. He intends to apply his inven- 
tion to vessels and made his public trials with 
them. The transmitting station was a wire- 
less telegraphic apparatus. The boat car- 
ried a battery of accumulators, a motor for 
driving the propeller, another for the rudder, 
and two servo motors for operating the 
waechanism of the other motors. The servo 
‘motors were connected directly with the 
telekino, wherewith they formed a single ap- 
paratus. Hertz waves were received by the 
telekino; this controls the servo motors, 
which sent currents either to control the 
rudder motor or the propeller motor 80 as 
to govern, both the steering and the propul- 
sion of the boat.

@ neat bit of footwork, which he often did, 
the line made music—a regular Beethoven 
symphony in B flat or worse. Again and 
again the author reeled in the speckled 
beauty—that’s what he ealled the fish—only 
to see the beauty back off some moge and 
kick great chunks of mud out of the lake. 
Occasional flashes of white belly or the glint 
of a gleaming eye illumined the depths; then 
it waa the angler got cold feet and worried 
leat the monster in his frenzy should hite the 
line off and skidoo. 

At length the Demon Trout petered out. 
The pace was too swift for him. Nothing 
that lives @m the water can show the way to 
a fountain pen. A/few dexterous twists on 
the $25 windlass brought the fish to the bank. 
With stilled heart and trembling hands the 
author inserted his @p net around the trout’s 
immediate vicinity. One mighty heave and 
the exhausted angler, rod, reel, and speckled 
beauty lay in a panting heap on the grass 
many yards from shore. All hands were 
saved. 

The Demon Trout measured nineteen 
inches in length, and weighed almost three 
pounds. ;

Not Knocking the Trout. 

O, tut! also Gosh! Say, wouldn't that re- 
move your bait without wiggling the cork? 
Thirty-five minutes landing a bush league 
trout like that is much too much. Thestory 
was all right, but the fish blew up in the home- 
stretch. It was like reading a gory narrative 
that winds up in a cheap pill advertisement. 
The Demon Trout isn’t big enough. The 
author should have used thicker ink, put 
some weight on the fish, and got the worth 


of his time after diluting thirty-five minutes 


of it in the lake jéckey. such a bum 


epeckied beauty. Made me t 

Far from so be it for me to knock the Demon 
Trout. He's all right—in the magazines, 
aléng with safety razor and corset testi- 
monials. Should a fish of those ground plans 
and specifications straggle into Dope Springs 
waters, he would not fight thirty-five min- 
utes. A native or northern angler would 
Peter Maher him in less than a minute, and 
enjoy a pretty good fight at that. It isn't 
much of a job to cop out thirty-five such fish, 
or bigger, in thirty-five minutes, using an 
outfit costing no more than 35 cents. Sounds 
like strenuous angling, but that’s the way we 
do it at certain seasons in the spring and 
fall. Then again we do not get a bite,

Sea Trout’s Appetite Unimpaired. 

Great @echools of speckled sea trout, rang. 
ing from two to five pounds, rise to the top 
with unimpaired digestion and swallow any- 
thing that has e hook concealed in it. At 
such seasons the trout are“ striking.” They 
have no union, however, and are not affiliated 
in any manner with the Chicago teamsters. 
Any fish may bite when, where, and how he 
pleases, regardless of the main‘body. He may 
bite after hours, before hours, in the middie 
of the night, or on Sunday, and the result is 
always the same—pan of hot fat and e de- 
licious feast. 

Often @ school of these rambunctious fish 
pursue a school of shrimp, sardines, or min- 
nows that seek the surface. Perhaps the 
small fry imagine they can escape through 
the skyMght. A wall of foam, swirls, and 
bubbles marks the advancing line, while the 
frantic little fishes arch out of the brine in 
silvery showers only to fall back into the 
yellow jaws of the enemy. The noise of the 
banquet sounds like the drawing of corks 
partly under water. When the snapping 
mouth of a big trout closes down on a shrimp 
the crack of the jaws and the expelled air 
produce the popping sound. I often have 
heard the banquet approaching around a dis- 
tant bend In the bayou, an@ thus had time to 
line up for a battle with an army of Demon 
Trout. ,

Trout Intelligence Below Par, 

When in a striking mood the trout displav 
less sense and judgment than a flock of wom- 
en in a bargain counter rush, and that Is giv- 
ing the fish a pretty hard rap. Like the 
women, the trout grab at any old thing, just 
because it’s cheap; they’re getting it for 
nothing, and junk looks goodto them. Hence 
a bit of rag, red or white, will lure the best 
and fattest trout to his doom, and you save 
the rag for another cast.. Those foolish trout 
do love to chew the rag. 

Anglers in boats trail along the edge of the 
striking school, a rag on the hook and the 
stopper shoved down within a foot of the 
bait. A cast into the scrimmage and the fisa 
lunge and fight for the bargain counter sam- 
ple. Down goes the stopper, the bamboo 
bends, and up comes a Demon Trout as long 
as your arm, waving in his teeth the danger 
flag of red or white, whichever the case may 
be. It depends on whether the angler as- 
sessed his hapdkerchief er underwear for 
bait. When the angler can no longer jerk or 
the strikers agree to arbitrate and gink to the 
bottom, the sport ends. He has a boatload 
of fish, whereas with rod and reel he might 
not land fish enough to soil his overalls. The 
trout has a larger mouth of thin membrane 
stretched on bone framework, and if per- 
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mitted to flirt like the Demon Trout in the 
magazine, he is liable to shake the hook loose. 


. ~ 
Short Arm Style of Fishing. 

So much for the short arm style of fishing, 
which burns up vast quantities of steam and 
nerve tissues and’makes a meas of the angler. 
I don’t esteem the work involved. Some- 
times a fellow doesn’t get the fish h@aimsat. 
Once while plucking Demons out of a strik- 
ing school I missed the trout that bit and 
snagged another in the stomach. That was 
a Demon all right. Playing both ends against 
the middle, the fish broke my bamboo in half 
and left me with a stub like a clothespole; 
and, the worst of it was, school had not let 
out. The more subdued angling fits me bet- 
ter, the way we do it when the school takes a 
recess. 

Here is the real joy fishing, the piscatorial 
goods. The first requisite is a skiff that may 
or may not leak. There is no penalty at- 
tached to the dry boat, and the angler may 
safely venture forth in one. Next a bamboo 
pole twenty feet long—price, 20 cents; a line 
of the same length, wortth 2 cents per yard; 
hook, cork, and sinker. If shrimp are out of 
season, a galvanized iron bucket containing 
live minnows supplies the bait. These im- 
portant items and one gunny sack complete 
the general] contour of my oufit. 

An hour in advance of daylight I pull up 
the bayou, a wide, deep arm of the sea, sub- 
ject to tide fluctuations, and fish of many 
kinds. The stream has more crooks, kinks, 
and turns than a Philadelphia politician. In 
places I pull @ mile to gain a quarter as the 
crow flies, but that condition favors the fish- 
ing. On the outer Sweep of the bends lie the 
bayou deeps; on the opposite shore the water 
shoals to weed fringed mud flats, covered by 

a few inches of water at the edge. Fish 
travel to and fro with the tide, feeding on 
small crabs, minnows, and such that hug 
the flats to escape predatory Demons of 
greater draft than themselves. 


* * 
Angling a le Bayou. 

Paddling along the grassy edge of a flat 
in the early morning silence, a school of 
buffaloed minnows close to shore break and 
splutter in the shallow water a few yards 
ehead. That tip is sufficient for the angler 
who uses his noodle, or top piece. The dinky 
little minnows hug shore because the large 
pisces—i. e.: Latin for fish—lurk In the deeper 
water of the mud flat just yearning to eat 
‘em alive. If I’m the man in the boat, grab 
a handful of the tall marsh grass and stuff 
it under me on the boat seat. The handful 
of grass is an adjustable automatic anchor 
that holds the boat while you wait. 

Softly inserting the left hand into the gal- 
vanized iron pail, I feel at a minnow and 
pass the point of the hook through the 
scruff of his neck. It doesn’t hurt much 
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compared to what he gets in the same place 
later on. Then I cast the wiggling bait into 
deep water, where the minnow does the stool 
pigeon ‘act. for me, suspended about. two 
feet below the surface. It is a bold idea to 
watch the cork, for you see it and then you 
don’t. When a trout hits the minnow, the 
cork shoots under with a report like a smal! 
popgup. 80 ewift are the motione of the 
fish that the disappearing stopper creates a 
vacuum, and the water coming together 
sometimes forces a few drops into the air. 
Bites that can be seen and heard are indeed 
encouraging, being so full of action, promise, 
and éclat. 


+. * 
Subduing the Proud Pisces. 

After impaling the bait on his keen bi- 
cuspids, the Demon Trout of Dope Springs, 
if alone in his glory, pauses @ moment to see 
if there is anything Going. Should the pros- 
pect prove serene, he moves away, negotiat- 
ing the minow en route, while I watch the 
line. Just before it tightene ie the time to 
soak him in the epiglottis. When the barbed 
steel tickles his tonsils the fish makes a 
plunge. If the grass anchor isn’t set prop- 
erly the mighty yank wrenches the boat from 
its moorings, Seems like those large pisces 
want me to keep off the grass. One or two 
plunges and a chassey to the right and left 
brings the trout tothetop. He breaks water 
neatly forty feet away—the full length of the 
line and pole, making some allowance for 
the angle—and the fisherman does a neat 
palsy sketch. Head and shoulders out and 
the great yellow lined mouth wide open, the 
trout shakes like a terrier lulling a rat to 
sleep. The motion igs a fine imitation of 
violent palsy, and the vibration sets the to- 
mato can dancing a jig in the bottom of the 
boat. All boats rate a tomato can. 

An angler of accurate eye and arm could 
toss a cantaloupe into that mouth gleaming 
saffron yellow from a bed of foam. All the 
way to the boat the fight continues. It lasts 
about one minute with a four pound Demon. 
Alongside the boat, I raise the head a little 
higher, and the trout, still busy in the cake- 
walk stunt, walks right in over the gunwale 
on his speckled tall and is counted out. If 
the conditions are right and the fish hungry, 
the angler may subdue a dozen or two of 
such proud trout in a couple of hours, and 
that is plenty. Half a dozen or more may be 
feeding on a flat, and they all iake turns in 
doing a cakewalk tothe boat. Often I have 
struck the first one, and, when he threw 
the minnow off the hook on the rise, another 
Demon snatehed it before the balt struck 
water. Then comes a period of high grade 
agitation and profuse perspiration. The job 
of landing the trout and fishing a wiggling 
minnow from the pail with a slime coated 
hand is a corker. The next thing to it for 
nervous haste is dressing against time In the 
gioom of a Pullman coach.

There 
is the card printer, the loose leaf manufac- 
turer, the book publisher, the novelty maker, 
and the imitator of business letters. The last 
for a printer with small capital, offers ex- 
ceptional opportunities for a good living and 
paying business. For the money invested 
the returns are excellent.

Cost of Outfit Is Small.

Hot Water or Electric Heat? 

Editor of the Worker's Magazine: You publish 
’ @m article entitled ** Cost of Heating Street Cars,"’ 
by John Martin. This article seems to have been 
computed solely for the benefit of electric heaters, 
as factors of great importance have not been con- 
sidered. The cost, .992 ccnt per k. w. hour, is 
based on cost of producing the current up to the 
switchboard at the power house. The electrically 
heated car en route is on an aVerage miles from the 
source of power. The line losses between the car 
and power house are from 10 to 60 per cent, and 
even higher at peak loads. These losses must he 
charged in proportion to the appliances consuming 
the current, and will at once bring the cost of cur- 
rent delivered to a car en route to 1.5 cents per 
ke w., making the cost of fifty-four k. w. hours 
electric heat $1 cents, to which must be added the 
Maintenance.

The 
material was of the finest nainsook and was finely 
tucked in below the yoke. Another charming set was 
tucked solidly to quite a depth in front, and then the 


‘tucks were cut away from under an elaborate trim- 


ming of lace insertions arranged in the form of dou- 
ble diamonds, interlacing each other. The sleeves 
were trimmed with the same lace put in in mitered 
points, and the front of this gown was also finely 
tucked and finished with bows of pale pink ribbon. 

Among the elaborations in nightwear come some 
that are made of delicately tinted silks with lace 
yokes. Others are of silk India muslin, beautifully 
embroidered with hand work on the yokes and sleeves. 
Some in this particular make were of delicate flesh 
colored tints. Getting down a little more into the at- 
tainable, others were formed of French nainsook with 
hand embroidered Swiss muslin constituting the upper 
portion. And among those which were still far from 
inexpensive, but which could be copied with little or 
no expense, are the newer French gowns trimmed in 
colored lawns and dimities.

ANNIE MERRIT FARMER.—Scald a 
granite coffee pot, wash an egg, break and 
heat slightly, dilute with % cup of cold water, 
add the crushed shell, and mix with a cup of 
coffee. Turn into the coffeepot, pour on six 
cups of boiling water, and stir thoroughly, 
Place on front of range and boil three min- 
utes. If not boiled, coffeeis cloudy. If boiled 
too long, too much tannic acid is developed. 
The spout of the pot should be covered or 
stuffed with soft paper to prevent the escape 
of the fragrant aroma. Stir and pour some 
in a cup to be sure that the spout is free from 
grounds. Return to coffeepot and repeat. 

Add a half cup of cold water which perfects 
clearing, cold water being heavier than hot 
water, sinks to the bottom, carrying grounds 
with it. Place on back of range for ten 
minutes, where it. will not boil. Serve at 
once. If-any is left over, drain from grounds 
and reserve for making jelly. 

LINDA HULL LARNED.—MiIx one cup of 
freshly ground coffee with one egg white 
and mashed shell, and one cup of water or 
cold coffee in a thoroughly clean pot, add six 
cups of cold water gradually until boiling, 
put a piece of cloth in the spout to keep the 
aroma in, and boil five minutes. Add two 
tablespoons of cold water, draw to the back 
of the range and in@wo minutes serve. After 
serving strain coffee from the grounds into 
a glass jar, put the cover on tight, and it is 
ready to use instead of water for the next 
day’s coffee. 

MRS. RORER.—A perfect infusion is made 
ffom coffee browned to a golden yellow and 
finely ground [not pulverized]. Allow three 

rounding tablespoonfuls to each pint of 
water. For large quantities eight ounces 
to the gallon of water. Scald the pot, put 
the water in the upper part or percolator, 
pour over water that has just reached the 
bolling point, draw the water from the under 
part of the pot and pour it again over the 
coffee. Do this three times. Light the alco- 
hol lamp underneath and as soon ag the cof- 
fee reaches the boiling point, use at once. 
If the coffee is percolated in the kitchen 
the coffee should be placed in a pan of hot 
water, the grounds removed, or the bag 
taken from the top before it is sent to the 
dining room.. Where large quantities of cof- 
fee are to be made and kept heated for a 
space of one or two hours, the bag must be 
removed after the last percolation and the 
coffee kept at the boiling point. Coffee can- 
not be chilled and then reheated. The flavor 
and the consistency of the coffee are spoiled. 
Coffee can be kept hot for hours provided 
the grounds are removed. Boiled coffee real- 
ly should not be boiled. Allow the same 
amount of coffee as in the preceding recipes. 
To each three tablespoonfuls allow a third 
of a white of an egg beaten with one cup 
of cold water. Mix this with the coffee and 
let it stand for twelve te fifteen minutes. 
Then pour over a half pint of bolling water. 
Bring to the boiling point, add a little cold 
water. When it reaches the boiling point 
again add two or three more tablespoonfuls 
of cold water, let it come the third time to 
the boiling point and take it from the fire. 
In a few minutes strain the coffee into a 
hot china pot and send to the table.

Pigeons and Sgquabs. 

PANNED SQUABS.—Split the squabs 
through the back and breast, spread with 
melted butter, and set in a hot oven for 

minutes. If not browned enough put 


;for a minute or two intothe broiler. Serve 


on buttered toast slightly moistened, and 
pour over them the dripping from the pan. 

TO BROIL SQUABS.—Dress like broiled 
chickens, split down the back, pound flat 
with rolling pin, butter the broiler, and 
cook over coals or gas until a delicate 
brown. Turn them often. When done 
sprinkle with salt and pepper and. spread 
with butter. 

TO BROIL PIGEONS.—Put the pigeons in 
a kettle that will crowd them slightly, so 
that it will not take a large quantity of 
water to cover them. Cover tight and boil 
slowly until there is only half a teacup of 
water left in the kettle. If it is a flaring 
granite saucepan, in which the sides brown 
slightly over the gas, so much,the better. 
Spread the birds with butter and brown them 
on the broiler. Serve on buttered toast and 
pour over them the drippings from the pan. 

POTTED PIGEONS.—Truss the pigeons, 
put them into a baking pan, and run them 
into a hot oven to brown. While they are 
browning make a sauce of butter and flour 
rubbed together and thinned with stock. 
Stir this until boiling, and add a little onion, 
chopped parsley, and a dash of kitchen 
bouquet. Put the pigeons in a saucepan, 
cover with the sauce, and cook slowly for 
an hour and a half. 

ROAST PIGEONS.—Wipe dry and spread 
a lump of butter on a bit of bread and put 
in the cavity of each bird. Cover the bottom 
of the baking pan with thin slices of salt 
pork and put the pigeons in, trussed and 
with the backs down. Put a little water in 
the pan, baste often, and roast a light brown. 
It will take from twenty to thirty minutes. 
Make a gravy from the dripping in the pan, 
and just before sending the pigeons to the 
table garnish them with bits of the salt pork 
and squeeze the juice of a lemon over them. 

BAKED SQUABS.—Sprinkle the squabs 


with salt and pepper. Melt a tablespoonful 
of butter in the bottom of a roasting pan 
and pour in a little Madeira wine. Put in 
the squabs and cover them with a plecec 
of white paper. Roast in:a hot.oven for 
twelve minutes, and then remove the paper. 
Wash the livers and place them with the 
squabs, cooking three minutes more. Have 
ready some buttered toast, crush the livers, 
spread them over the toast, and dip the toast 
in the gravy from the pan. Serye halfa bird 
on each slice of toast.

Cues for the Cook. 


Turn mashed potatoes through the ricer 
into a hot baking dish, in as even a shape as 
possible. Dot with bits of butter, and set 
under the broiler until orisp and brown all 
through the top. 

It ig a pleasant change to bake croquettes, 
Make the game as for frying in deep fat. 
Make a sauce by putting two tablespoon- 
fule of butter into a frying pan, with one 
slice of onion, one of carrot, one clove, and 
a bay leaf. Cook all together unti§ the 
butter begins to turn brown. Then add one 
tablespoonful of dry flour and stir until it 
turne dark brown. Draw away from the fire 
and add a large cup of stock or hot water. 
Season and cook for fiVe minutes. Add a 
little of this to the bottom of a shallow oake 
pan and put in the croquettes. Baste with 
more sauce and put into a het oven. 
Cook until brown, basting once or twice, 
and serve with the rest of the sauce poured 
around them. . 

Wita a thin bladed, sharp knife it is possible 
to separate the orange pulp from the mem- 
brane and yet keep it in shape. Cut down 
from the surface to the center at one side of 
a membrane inclosing a section of pulp; then 
cut down close to the pulp on the other side 
of the membrane; a third time cut down to 
the center close to the next membrane, and 
take out a section of pulp, which has been 
loosened, in one piece. Then cut down close 
to the other side of the membrane, taking out 
the pulp as before. 

To preserve the color of green beane and 
other vegetables while cooking, nearly all 
French cooks use a little carbonate of am- 
monia. The ammonia has no bad effects, as 
it evaporates while boiling, and only an in- 
hnitesimal 
you could lay on the point of a narrow pen- 
knife. This will lessen the odor of boiling 
cabbage. 

Sometimes the fat that has been used a 
good many times for frying, and has not been 
strained, will get too discolored to use. Put 
in with it about six times as much hot water, 
boil for twenty minutes, and turn intoa pan 
to get cold. When it riees to a solid cake on 
top put back into the frying kettle and add 
a couple of raw potatoes. When it has heated 
the impurities will gather on the potati«@, .« 

The plainest of simply boiied beef be- 
comes & delicious and appetizing dinner dish 
if it is only served with horseradish sauce. 
There are many recipes for this, but they 
are all taken from two fundamental ways 
of making—either an uncooked dres..ng, for 
which the foundation is whipped cream, or 
a heated and thickened sauce made with 
milk. For the first whip half a cup of cream 
to a stiff froth,'add to it one saltspoonful of 
salt, one teaspoonful of sugar, and four 
tablespoonfuls or horseradish. If not sour 
enough add vinegar to taste. The cooked 
dressing may be thickened by adding a haif 
cup of cracker crumbe to two cups of milk 
and seasoning with a tablespoon of butter, or 
the butter may be rubbed with an equal part 
of flour and added to the hot milk ins.ead 
of cracker crumbs. Add a half cup of fresh 
horseradish to either of these foundations, 
and salt and pepper to taste. Horseradish 
is also mixed with the hot apple sauce which 
is served with roast duck or geese. first put 
the apple sauce through a sieve, and to one 
large cup of it add two tablespoonfule of 
powdered sugar, one-fourth cup of grated 
horseradish, and the same amount of whipped 
cream.

Eggless Puddings. 


CHESTNUT CREAM PUDDING.—Scald 
a pint of chestnuts and remove the brown 
skins. Cover them with boiling water, add 
the juice ef a third of a lemon and cook until 
they are tender. Drain off the water and 
press them through a colander. Whipapint 
of cream with one-half cup of powdered 
sugar and vanilla, sherry, or a little brandy 
for flavoring. Beat the chestnuts through 
it ightly with a fork and serve in glasses or 
in littl mounds. This makes a good dish 
to pack in a mold and freeze as mousse. 

PRUNE TAPIOCA.—Waseh one-half cup- 
ful of tapioca and soak it over night in 
three cupfuls of cold water. In the morning 
put both the water and tapioca in the doubls 
boiler and cook for one hour. Before this 
wash the prunes and put them in a saucepan 
with enough cold water tocoverthem. Let 
them simmer gently until they absorb the 
water. Turn out to cool and remove the 
stones. When the tapioca has cooked an 
hour stir in one-half teaspoonful of salt, one 
tablespoonful of lemon juice, and one-half 
cupful of sugar. Spread a layer of it in fhe 
bottom of a baking dish, sprinkle with 
prunes, next with another layer of tapioca, 
and so on, leaving the last tapioca. Bake 
an hour and serve partially cool.

AMAZING SWINDLE 
IN ART TREASURE. 


Prof. Somerville a Victim of 
the Greatest Confidence 
Game Ever Played. 


FRAUD LIKE A ROMANCE, 


Bunko Men Led Him to India and 
- Siam by Hints of Discovery 
of Famous Gems. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 13.—[Special.)— 
When Prof. Maxwell Sommerville of Phila- 
Geiphia died a few months ago it wae in the 
belief that his glyptic collection in the Uni- 
versity of Pennslyvania, valued at $750,000, 
was absolutely genuine. 

He had scarcely got to rest In his grave 
before the historic value of his gift to the 
university was attacked. Rumors that had 
been current for several years as to the au- 
thority of the history he gave to the gems 
jit contained took definite form. An investi- 
gation began which resulted last week in 
showing that it was a collection of baubles 
of no antiquarian value whatever, that the 
man who had given his whole life to the 
scquirement of engraved gems and expended 
a vast fortune in their purchase either had 
been systematically deceived, or, what was 
more unlikely, aeliberately had planned to 
deceive posterity. 


Was First Expert in World. 

If any person was equipped by experience 
and knowledge to pass upon. the authen- 
ticity of the great collection he made it was 
Prof. Sommerville himself. And yet it is 
shown absolutely that almost the entire col- 
lection is bogus, that its history is fraudulent, 
and that the carved and engraved stones’ 
themselves were made in German workshops, 


for the most part all within a period of forty F 


years. 

In the matter of Prof. Sommerville’s col- 
lection, however, there is no doubt. He was 
either the victim of the best organized 
scheme of fraud ever devised. or he planned 

nd executed it himselr and went to the 
ve satisfied with his labor. It is not un- 
likely that in part both of these contentions 
aretrue. He wasa mystic and an enthusiast. 
He was deeply imbued with the spirit of the 
Budchist religion, among whose people he 
lived for many years. He adopted their dress 
and accepted much of their faith, and in 
the Hindoo temple which he caused to be 
erected in the museum of the University of 
Pennsylvania’ he spent his last days, clothed 
in a princely dress, surrounded with his 
treasures, and writing learnedly and elo- 
quently on the history of his engraved bau- 


bles. 
One Notable Fraud. 
Notable among these was the cameo illus- 
trating the Triumph of Constantine. It was 
purchased by him for $33,000 after negotia-

Its aHeged history is told in a monograph 
which he published at the time of ite pur- 
chase from which the following is an ex- 
tract: 

**In 1785 Catherine II. presented the gem 
to one of her ambassadors. After his death 
at Athens it was sold with his objecte of art. 
Subsequently it fell into the hands of a 
banking house, from which it wea pur- 
chased by a Greek named Twuerck, who 
piously guarded it for thirty years. On his 
demise it came to Engendorf, Austria, when 
through purchase it became part of the 
glyptic coileetion in Styria. 

‘After fully six years of correspondence 
. and efforts on my part to purchase it from 
it@ last possessor in Styria I succeeded in 
lig acquisition by purchasing i at a special 
meeting of his heirs, and it is now domiciled 
in my collection in the University of Penn- 
syivania, I hope, never again to be removed. 


Cameo of Great Value. 


“This antique cameo, the ‘Triumph of 
Constantine,’ is of great importance in itself, 
and by far the most important of all similar 
— of the lower empire hitherte discov- 
ere 

“It is a. ‘masculated sard of dark tortoise 
shell color. The masculation is of light mar- 
gala wine color and white. It is a stone 
cameo of considerable dimensions (11x15 cen- 
timeters), neariy five inches long and over 
three and a haif inches wide, being the eley> 
enth in point of magnitude of those aiready 
existing, and in historic interest it ranks 
third in the series devoted to the memory of 
the great emperor."’ 

In selling him this stone the sellers gave 
the clew to its real history. It was made in 
a lapidary’s shop in Enzendorf in 1888, and 
for the sole purpose of buncoing Prof. Sem- 
merville. In theardor of its pursuit he over- 
looked the essentia! point of testing fully the 
truth of the history that was made as readily 
aa the stone itself. 

Before Prof. Sommerville acquired this 
bogus treasure he exhibited his already large 
collection in the museum of art in New York. 
It attracted the widest attention and inter- 
- est. He was the intimate friend of Gen. L. 
P, di Cesnola, the director of the museum, 
and was closely associated with the archeeoi- 
ogists of that institution. But even at that 
time some of his most treasured stones were 
base frauds. Among them was one cata- 
logued as No. 462, a curious old turquoise, 
“ Achilles parting with Deidamia and his son 
Neoptolemus."" It was acquired at a cost of 
§7,000. It is now shown to have been cut 
in 1885 in Enzendorf, in the same shop that 
produced the “ Triumph of Constantine.”’ 


Some Made in Germany. . 


But while Enzendorf figures in the origin 
of so many of the stones it was by no means 
the only source. Some were cut in Prague 
and at Frankfort-on-Main, at Amsterdam, 
and in Paris and at Birmingham, in England. 
The latter place is the source of nearly the 
whole output of scarabs, cut or petrified 
beetles inscribed that are buried with the 
ancient Egyptians in their catacombs. It 
has long been known that these much sought 
memorials are made in Birmingham and 
emptied into the tombs at the 
and at Thebes by the bucketful. They are 
brought out by the Arab guides to supply 
the large demand of tourists. Prof. Som- 
merville's collection of scarabei was one of 
the lurgest in the world, as it was also one 
of the most complete. The inscriptions upon 
them furnished ostensibly a contemporane- 
ous record of the whole dynasty of the 
shepherd kings. While their character is not 
fully established it is deemed likely that 
they were made chiefly in 1882 in the Bir- 
mingham shop. 


Work of Shrewd Swindlers. 


The work of buncoing Prof. Sommerville 
Was conducted by experienced confidence 
men, The case of an emerald with the device 
of Alexander taming Bucephalous is taken 
as a fair example. He received a letter in 
Italian from a traveler in India that the 
stone was in a rajah‘’s collection at Burd- 
wan, in Bengal. He did not know the writer, 
but began inquiries. He learned that the 
rajah of Burdwan had had a considerabie 
collection, but on his recent death it was 

broken up. It had passed to new owners in 
Burmah. He kept tracing it, always getting 
a@ little warmer, until he finally located it in 
Siam, whither he personally journeyed in its 


RENEW FIGHT ON SOHOOL. 


SEEK TO PREVENT ERECTION OF 
INSTITUTION FOR CRIPPLES. 


Some Members of the Board of Educa- 
tion Will Attempt to Block Ratifi- 
eation of the Committee’s Action in 
Opening Bids for Building to Cost 
$100,000—Split Was Begun a Year 
Ago—Deciare Expenditure of Money 
Ie Unjust to Normal Students. 


The fight to prevent the erection of sep- 
arate schools for crippled children, which 
divided the school beard a year ago, will be 
reopened at the meeting of the board of 
education Wednesday night. Trustee Charles 
A. Plamondon will attempt to prevent the 
ratification of the .uildings and grounds 
committee’s action in opening bids for the 
Jesse Spalding school for crippled children. 

He also will seek to have reconsidered the 
action of the school board appropriating 
$300,000 for three separate schools for crip- 
ples. The Jesse Spalding school, when 
completed, would represent an outlay of 
$100,000, $25,000 for the site and $75,000 for 
the building. 

Trustee Plamondon holds that it is an out- 
rage to spend that amount of money to 
afford educational facilities to a limited class 
of children, while because of an existing lack 
of school funds thousands of normal! pupils 
are compelled to attend half day sessions. 
He holds that the modern educationa! idea of 
giving special attention to all subnormal 
pupils has resulted im the sacrifice of the 
normal children. He believes no more money 
should be expended for the benefit of the 
subnormal class until every possible’ pro- 
vision has been made to afford the normal 
children the beat educational opportunities. 


Griticises the Proposed Plan. 


“ When the Jesse Spalding school is com- 
pleted," declared Trustee Plamondon, “ it 
will modate only 120 pupils. I do not 
Delleve there are more than half that num- 

er of cripples within a radius of three miles 
of the school in all directions. This school, 
which is to cost as much as it would cost to 
build a palatial private residence, is to be 
equipped with only four class rooms. In ad- 
dition to this it is to have a ‘ suite of rooms’ 
for the teachers. I'd like to know why the 
teachers need a ‘ suite of rooms.’ 

“A hospital ward is also to be equipped 
and maintained at the school. I do not be- 
lieve the board of education has the right 
under the law to maintain a hospital and 
treat pupils. I do not believe it is the func- 
tion of the school board to take care of tuber- 
cular pupils. I don’t believe we have a right 
to spend money that way. 

“ ] intend to fight the matter when it comes 
before the school board Wednesday night. 
The school board seems to think nothing of 
spending vast sums of money for buildings 
of this sort. R. T. Crane is erecting a hand- 
some three story brick building at Hull house 
for $20,000. Yet the school board is ready to 
pay $75, 000 for @ one story building for crip- 


Attacks John Worthy School. 

At the meeting of the Principals’ associa- 
tion in Fullerton hall in the afternoon School 
Trustee R. A. White characterized the John 
Worthy and Parental schools as “ first steps 
toward the penitefitiary.”’ 

“While I do not advocate the reinstate. 
ment of corporal egret in the public 

schools,” declared White, “I do say that 
I would prefer to have you whip my boy than 


of lack of Giscipline in the school. Because, 
as excellent institutions as are the Parental 
and the John Worthy schools, boys who are 
sent there never fully recover from the expe- 


penitentiary. 

“The principal who flies into a passion at’ 
the thought of whipping a child at school does 
not hesitate later, after the pupil has become 
incorrigible, to send him to the Parental} 
school, when a few good whippings at the 
right time might have saved him from being 
sent to any inetitution. Teachers should be 
given adequate authority and means to en- 
force ape soma among the pupils.

Health Department Officials Successful 
in Preventing Spread of the Epi- 
demic Throughout the City. 


Active measures by agents of the health de- | 


partment have checked to some extent the 
spread of scarlet fever and diphtheria. 

Only two new cases were reported yester- 
day from Irving Park, whére scarlet fever 
has been prevalent. There were 92 cases of 
scarlet fever in the city last week, compared 


with 89 cases the previous week and 26 cases | 


in the corresponding week last year. There 
were only 76 diphtheria cases last week, com- 
pared with 92 the preceding week and 65 in 
the corresponding week of last year. 

“The danger in scarlet fever is that it 


spreads rapidly like fire, and the utmost pre- . 
cautions must be taken, even where there | 


is little danger of an epidemic,” said Dr. 
Heman Spalding of the health department.

Probably we 
won't buy it largely at $2, but we might at 
60 cents. Ags likely you know, its hero isa 
high bred young southerner who leads the 
plan in South Carolina, and the opposing 
villain is the brows Lieut. Gov. Lynch, while 
o.her real personages, such es Gov. Shrimp, 
Gen. Forrest, and Senator Thompson, figure 
in the play's politics. Lynch is made to 
take the white heroine into his arme with a 
suggestion of assault, but his offense ien’t 
criminal, for it consists of an offer to be her 
husband. The actor is a big, handsome, 
intellectual fellow, with half of a negros 
color, but none of a negro's features. Dixon 
hasn't been unfair to the biacks in that par- 


ticular, for the player of the white hero is ~ 


not at all good looking. 

Mr. Dixon has gone to “ The Bells” fora 
device to present theatrically, yet not revoit- 
ingly. a negsro’s eesault upon a ilitie wh:te 
girl. He Is an ugly an!mal, as we have seen 
h.m earier, and ene a dainiy creature, She 
wanders from the house and her body is 
found in the woods. Her brother calis the 
Ku Kiux Kian together. We don't see them 
at first, in the dark of their cave at mid- 
night. but we heer them open their session 
with prayer. Slowly their masked figures 
in ghostly white come into dim view. The 
negro is brought tn and threwn emong them. 
His terror is abject, but he won't confess. 
Here the idea from “ The Belis * Is util.acd. 
The Gead child’s father isa hypnotist. The 
negro is put into a trance andcicommanded to 
tell what be has done. as Mathias wae; and 
also as in the case of Mathias, a light shines 
into the gicom and lilumines the culprit 
while he. describes his crime. That makes 
a weird episcde, for it is well aone. But l 
thing that our audiences are Cisappointed in 
the outcome. The wretch is merely sent 
out with a guard to be hanged quietiy. We 
expect to see him burned alive. If ever 
“ The Clansman “ shou.d be transferred from 
Broadway to the Bowcry, perhaps a epec- 
tacle will be made of pyrotechnic capital 
punishment.

Brother Goss did not let himeelf make over 
his story, “the Redemption of bavid Cor- 
son,” Into a play, but let Lottie Blair Parker 
do it, and she endeavored to give it a re- 
semblance to her “ "Way Down East.”

She there obitrudes 
herself into the fortunes of Devid Corson, 
In the second act he is a barker with the out- 
At in Cincinnati The faker carousese with 
dissolute comrades. David bribes a judge to 
decide his sweetheart’s marriage Ulegal. 
The faker fights to keep his wife away from 
the Quaker, and quite righily, it would seem 
—if the play's point of view didn’t ask us to 
give sympathy to the fllicit lovers. More- 
over, Mrs. Parker tricks us out of seeing a 
lively scrap by placing it in an adjoining 
room. We get David's word for it. however, 
that he has killed the faker. In the third act 
this hero keeps a prosperous gambling hell 
in New Orleans and is severa! other kinds of 
arascal. It is not until the last act, when he 
goes back to his village redeemed, that he ts 
worthy of anything but hanocuffs and a 
hangmen's noose. I am told that Miss Mar- 
lowe's decision was (hat David wasn't worth 
saving. 

Jim Corbett in a play by George Bernard 
Shaw! But & is pretty nearly ail right. The 
fellow who gives the title to Cashel Byron's 
Profession “ is a “ pug.” as the author makes 
him sey, who tries to be gentlemanly.

Wonderful Power of Suckers. 


Remarkable pieces of mechanism are the arms lof 
the octopus and cuttlefish which do the fishing. Bath 


is clothed with a hundred pairs of suckers. When the 
sucker comes in contact with an object the central 
piston, having been previously raised so as to com- 
pletely fill the cavity of the sucker, is at once with- 
drawn and a perfect vacuum produced, explaining the 
great tenacity with which the suckers cling. They 
number upward of a hundred pairs to each arm of the 
octopus, and once they obtain a grip of the victim, 
unless the arm actually is torn away from the body of 
the monster, it is virtually beyond possibilities for its 
prey to become disentangled. 

Besides these formidable suckers this awe inspir- 
ing creature possesses a pair of powerful jaws, formed 
like the beak of a parrot, and within these an armor 
plated tongue used as a rasping organ.

AN DYKE, Vanloo, Botticelli, David, Fra 
Angelico, Rembrandt, Watteau, and Ti- 
tian probably did not realize it at the 
time, but they merely were painting fash- 
ion plates for 1906. 

Apparently Michael Angelo, Rubens, 
and Raphael missed their main chances 
merely because they @id not paint the 

right kind of clothes on their figures. 

It is true. .Dressmakers, milliners, furriers of 1906 
have reverted to the old masters for their fashions. 
Colors, cuts, shapes, drapings, and even fittings of 
fashionable gowns and hats for the well dressed 
women of this year are being copied from the paint- 
ings of the old masters. It is probable from the signs 
that before long the makers of feminine clothes will 
be copying lingerie and hair dressing from other 
painters. 

As a result of the movement toward old master 
costumes the National gallery in London, the Louvre 
in Paris, and even the vatican have been swarmed with 
dressmakers and milliners seeking inspiration from 
the works of the great masters of art. London reports 
that the throng in the National gallery this season has 
been unprecedented, and that every dressmaker in Lon- 
don who makes any pretense of having a’ fashionable 
clientéle has visited the gallery, and that the nude 
figures and such like examples of art have been 
neglected sadly while the women: have gathered in 
crowds before the draped figures looking for art ef- 
fects.
